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OLD STEREOSCOPIC VIEWS 


By HOWARD BENDIX 


An interesting howby is the col- 
lection of old stereoscopic views, or 
stereographs as they are sometimes 
known. Some of these “twin” or 
“double” views are of a beauty dif- 
ficult to match and of considerable 
historical interest. Some are of a 
rareness that establishes them as 
choice bits of Americana. 

A stereoscopic view is a mounting 
on which there are two similar pic- 
tures placed side by side. The pic- 
tures are generally photographs, and 
are taken simultaneously ‘with a 
camera having two lenses spaced 
about three inches between lense 
centers. Although at first glance 
they appear to be identical, they are 
actually slightly different in focus 
and horizontal range due to the 
spacing between the two_ lenses. 
When placed in a very simple view- 
ing apparatus called a_ stereoscope, 
the two pictures appear as one, and 
what is more startling, the illusion 
of depth is created. 

Anyone who has not had the 
pleasure of seeing some of these 
views in a stereoscope has, the writ- 
er believes, missed an interesting ex- 
perience. They are available at many 
museums, historical societies, and 
libraries in the larger cities and 
there are many private collectors 
with large and interesting collec- 
tions. 

An “old” stereoscopic view would 
include any depicting an event or 
scene prior to 1900, although many 
collectors will dispute that a view 
is old if dated 1870. They made their 
first appearance in this country 
around 1854, became somewhat of a 
fad or craze in the late 1850’s and 
early 1860’s were popular parlor 
accoutrements lasting through the 
1890’s and then gradually lost their 
appeal. 

It was only fifteen years after 
Daguerre’s invention that these pic- 
tures were introduced. At first they 
enjoyed a much wider acceptance in 
Europe than in this country, ‘which 
was probably attributed in large 
to the superiority of the pictures 
made there in comparison with those 
produced here. 

The Langenheim Brothers of Phil- 
adelphia, well known photographers 
of their day, recognized the inferi- 
ority of the American product and 
took the first steps to popularize the 
views here. They succeeded in do- 
ing this by a combination of artistry 
and infinite care which yielded them 
substantial dividends and left us at 
the same time with a heritage of 
very beautiful and in some instances 
extremely rare pictures. Their earli- 
est and best views are on glass, with 
translucent backplates, and are usu- 
ally either sepia tinted or hand-col- 
ored. Their pictures, and those of 
many other early photographers for- 
tunately bear dates and thus provide 
us with an accurate index of their 
age. 


After the start made by the Lan- 
genheim Brothers hundreds of photo- 
graphers took up the art and were 
engaged in making stereoscopic 
views throughout the country. The 
paper views mounted on cardboard 
quickly superseded the glass views, 
principally because of their lower 
cost of manufacture and _ lighter 
shipment weight. They were also 
easier to handle in the viewer and 
losses caused by breakage of the 
glass were eliminated. It is doubt- 
ful if many glass views ‘were made 
in quantity after 1863, although in 
the writer’s collection there are sev- 
eral which bear the Internal Revenue 
stamps. that were affixed to all 
photographs sold between 1864 and 
1866. 


The technique of the photograph- 
ers who took these very early pic- 
tures arouses considerable admira- 
tion. They were evidently very in- 
genious in overcoming obstacles then 
prevalent in the art. Cameras were 
oversize as a general rule and the 
glass negatives then in use were 
bulky, heavy and difficult to trans- 
port. There were no photo supply 
houses to furnish prepared plates, 
and each photographer had to coat 
his own plates with the proper 
chemicals. He did his own develop- 
ing and printing, often in a portable 
darkroom. “Wet plates” were used, 
requiring extended time exposures, 
which in turn necessitated motion- 
less subjects during the exposure 
period. Yet in spite of these hin- 
drances we_ generally find well 
balanced scenes of interest, wide 
spread panoramas and well placed 
groups of persons in the very early 
stereoscopic pictures that have been 
preserved for us. 

A brief word as to the present 
market value of these views. As 
with any other collector’s items, 
values are dependant for the most 
part on condition, rarity and desira- 
bility. Most collectors are interested 
only in certain types of views, such 
as scenes of particular cities or lo- 
calities, rivers, railroads, Civil War, 
etc. Values are enhanced if the 
views bear dates or photographers’ 
names or if they are of scenes or 
events that are readily identifiable. 
American scenes are more desirable 
than the European, at least in this 
country, and because of their rarity 
glass views are generally worth 
more than paper ones. Purely scenic 
views are not as much sought after 
as those of historical import. Comics, 
cartoons and views after 1900 are 
not in demand, except possibly by a 
few collectors who may specialize 
in them or desire them for swapping 
purposes. 

Almost all of the very early views 
are either of actual or potential his- 
torical import. It is the writer’s be- 
lief that as time goes on there will 
be an increasing appreciation of 
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their significance as a pictorial re- 
cord in third dimension of a very im- 
portant period in our country’s 
growth.

Historic Pens 


Pens which have signed historic 
documents are highly prized by col- 
lectors and museum curators. It is 
interesting to recall a bit of his- 
tory in this connection. When it be- 
came generally known that peace 
had been proclaimed between Russia 
and Japan in the Russo - Japanese 
War, many pen manufacturers in all 
parts of the world sent supplies of 
their pens to those engaged in draw- 
ing up the treaty, hoping that the 
document would be completed by the 
agency of their wares. In order to 
avoid any unfair discrimination be- 
tween the penmakers it was eventu- 
ally decided to use quill pens for the 
signing of the treaty. 

It was a quill pen that was used 
by the Spanish commissioners when 
they put their signatures to the 
treaty of peace drawn up after hos- 
tilities had ceased between this 
country and Spain. We do not know 
where that pen is now, but a short 
time after the war ended the pen 
was sold for $125. 

The pen that was used by the 
plenipotentiaries in signing the 
memorable treaty of Paris fell into 
the hands of the Empress Eugenie. 
Apart from its historical interest, 
this pen is of considerable value, for 
it is encrusted with diamonds. 

History relates that Queen Vic- 
toria always retained possession of 
the pens that were used to set aside 
death sentences. One of these pens, 
which was studded with jewels and 
worth several pounds, was presented 
by her majesty to Mme. Albani, the 
vocalist. 

Pens which have been used by 
famous persons often bring high 
prices. In this connection, it is re- 
lated that Charles Dickens used a 
quill pen to-write part of “Hard 
Times,” “Little Dorritt” and “Bleak 
House” at the Villa Les Montineaux. 
At one time this pen was sold for 
$17.50. It would be interesting to 
know where this pen now reposes.

Wasted Possibilities 


An editorial in one of the older 
house organs of the Ohio Bell Tele- 
phone Company is remembered par- 
ticularly for its tie-up with the 
leisure-time field. 

It points to the great scientist, 
Charles Darwin, who when an old 
man lamented that his circle of in- 
terests was so small. In his youth 
he was fond of good music and en- 
joyed it, but neglected to develop 
and cultivate his musical taste 
which from the lack of usage wasted 
away and died. By the time he was 
sixty, he would not even bother to 
attend a good concert when the op- 
portunity presented itself. Music 
instead of thrilling him as it did 
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when he was younger, now bored 
him. 

The editorial points out that thus 
one avenue of enjoyment which 
would have enriched his life was 
completely closed to him. 

As an old man, Darwin regretted 
that he made his life that much 
more barren, explaining that the in- 
nate possibilities for one’s enjoyment 
of life are broad but become dwarfed 
and limited from disuse. 

Perhaps this editorial note is wast- 
ed here, because hobbyists have long 
been aware of enrichment of living 
through some _ sparetime activity. 
However, it is interesting to have 
this backed up by another noted 
character of history.

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Mushroom Collection in 


Museum Exhibition 


One of the attractions of the sum- 
mer exhibits at the Rochester, N. Y., 
Museum of Arts and Sciences was a 
collection of edible and _ poisonous 
mushrooms collected for the museum 
by Paul Marchand of Ebenezer, N. Y. 


Mushrooms which can be found in 
the marshy and wooded regions and 
also on lawns, particularly after a 
rain, were included in the exhibit. A 
study of these botanically correct 
models is of great value and will aid 
in observing and identifying them in 
the field. Close relationship between 
poisonous and non-poisonous speci- 
mens was apparent. 

It should be possible to find as many 
as 200 to 300 kinds in and around this 
section, especially after a rain, ac- 
cording to the museum. The great 
authority, C. H. Peck estimated that 
there are at least 2500 different spe- 
cies of fungi in New York State alone. 
One edible variety shown in the ex- 
hibit is known by 200 names in 
Europe. 

The wide range of fungi forms in 
colorful varieties added to the interest 
in and a curiosity about these strange 
plants. Delicate and exotic shades 
and the odd formations appeal to the 
imagination, and give a feeling of 
mystery. In medieval Europe mush- 
rooms were associated with elves and 
sprites and sometimes with the devil 
himself. 

Among the edible varieties exhi- 
bited were such delectable ones as the 
Beef Steak reputed to be delicious to 
eat, and the Chicken mushroom which 
when cooked resembles the white meat 
of a chicken. These species are par- 
ticularly beautiful in color and large, 
as is the case with some edible varie- 
ties. Other mushrooms displayed 
were the interesting Fairy Ring, com- 
mon meadow mushrooms, the giant 
puffball, the attractive parasol, and 
the deadly Destroying Angel, the most 
poisonous of them all.

Hay Fever Exhibit 


In keeping with the recent season, 
the Rochester, N. Y., Museum of Arts 
and Sciences arranged a special ex- 
hibit entitled “Hay Fever Explained.” 


Charts, pollen models, hay fever 
producing plants and books explained 
what hay fever is. One section of the 
exhibit was entitled, “Is Hay Fever 
Necessary ?”—a question many suffer- 
ers ask. Pollen models, valuable to 
physicians, students and _ patients, 
were enlarged 2400 times. Charts 
showed the specific treatment with 
pollen. Hay fever producing plants— 
ragweed, goldenrod, elm and timothy 
grass, were shown by actual specimens 
and drawings. Among the books were 
a number of historical works lent by 
Dr. Jerome Glaser and the library of 
the Rochester Academy of Medicine. 
One of the early books published in 
1876 was dedicated to the “officers 
and members of the United States 
Hay Fever Association.” A classic 
written by Dr. Henry H. Salter, 
and considered one of the earliest re- 
ports on hay fever was first published 
in England in 1860. 


Such famous personages as Daniel 


Webster, Secretary of State and 
American statesman, and Henry 
Ward Beecher, the celebrated Ameri- 
can clergymen, were hay fever suf- 
erers, and there are written accounts 
about it. Material for this exhibit 
was collected by Dr. Jerome Glaser 
and Dr. Nathan Francis who rep- 
resent the section on allergy of the 
Rochester Academy of Medicine. Dr. 
Edward T. Boardman, assistant direc- 
tor of Rochester Museum, assembled 
the exhibit and William F. Fraatz, 
museum artist-exhibitor, installed it.

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SIDE SHOW ATTRACTIONS 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


PART II 


While P. T. Barnum was more ac- 
tive as a museum operator than a 
circus man, he lent his name to sev- 
eral tented attractions of the circus 
type from time to time, and the cir- 
cuses which bore his name had excep- 
tionally strong side show attractions. 

This may have been due to Bar- 
num’s influence in the selection of the 
features, or it may have been that 
the guiding geniuses of the Barnum 
shows, W. C. Coup, and later James 
A. Bailey, felt that they should go 
“all out” for strong side show attrac- 
tions, since Barnum’s name had been 
associated with museums so many 
years. 

Futhermore, the side show attrac- 
tions with the Barnum shows were 
already well known to the public, 
through the exploitation given them 
by Barnum himself in his museums. 

It was P. T. Barnum who began 
the exploitation of most types of hu- 
man oddities. Charles S. Stratton, 
born in Barnum’s home town, Bridge- 
port, Conn., was a midget Barnum 
dubbed “General Tom Thumb,” and 
under that name he became world 
famous. and his name a_ household 
world associated with tininess. But 
Barnum featured other midgets in- 
cluding Admiral Dot, Commodore 
Nutt, the Warren sisters and a num- 
ber of others. ; 

Of the more modern midgets, the 
better known are Lia Graf, whose pic- 
ture was taken on the lap of J. P. 
Morgan, during a senate hearing, in 
Washington, an outstanding press 
agent’s coup; Harry Earl and his 
sisters, known as the Doll family, 
long with the Ringling Bros. and 
Barnum & Bailey circus, who have 
appeared in several motion pictures; 
Major Mite, Baron Paucci, Jennie 
Reynolds, and scores of others. ; 

The other extremes in human build, 
the giants have been featured even 
earlier and more extensively than 
midgets in public exhibitions. Chang, 
the Chinese giant, of the Barnum 
show in the 80’s, was one of the most

publicized attractions of his kind, 
while Mr. and Mrs. M. V. Bates who 
were with the W. W. Cole circus about 
the same time, were also widely billed. 


Col. Ruth Goshen was another fa- 
mous early-day giant of circusdom, 
while his modern prototypes include 
Jack Earle of Ringling Bros. & Bar- 
num & Bailey, whose real name is 
Jake Erlich, of E] Paso, Texas; his 
successors, Mr. and Mrs. Gottlieb 
Fisher; big Jim Tarver of Hagen- 
beck-Wallace, who wore cowboy hats 
and boots to enhance his size; Cliff 
Thompgon of Al G. Barnes circus, 
who retired to practice law; the Van 
Droysen Sisters, Ella Ewing and 
Capt. George Augur, the latter three 
prominent in the early part of the 
current century. 


Fat people have long been featured 
in side shows, and their prevalence 
have caused entire families to be ex- 
hibited on a single platform. Largest 
of these appears to be Winnie John- 
son, who weighed 850 pounds and was 
billed as being “six feet wide.” <A 
Negress, Big Eliza, weighed over 700 
and was said to have a bust measure- 
ment of 118 inches. “Alice from 
Dallas” Wade, Hannah Battersby, 
Jolly Irene and the Carlson sisters, 
are others of outstanding personal- 
ities who were exhibited as side show 
features. 

Human skeletons are rarely seen in 
side shows today but were once found 
in nearly every show. Unlike other 
attractions, there have been no femi- 
nine contenders for the honors, the 
human skeletons being men of much 
less than 100 pounds in weight, but 
of normal height. John Battersby, 
husband of Hannah the fat woman; 
Willie Williams, Artie Atherton, Re- 
ginald Slats and Charles Vahn are 
among the better known. 


The bearded lady is seldom seen in 
the side show today, but once was a 
standard exhibitionist. Annie Jones 
was first exhibited in Barnum’s side 
show in 1873 as a nine year old 
bearded child. She remained with the 
Barnum show until about 1890. Grace 
Gilbert, Rosa Delina and Mrs. Thomas 
O’Boyle are others with beards of va- 
rious length on exhibition through the 
years. 

The original Siamese twins, Chang 
and Eng, who were joined together 
by flesh, were great attractions in 
their day, and the Gibbs and Hilton 
sisters, similarly connected, have been 
featured in side shows in recent years. 

Other human oddities have been 
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such attractions as Jean Libbera, who 
had a small male body growing from 
his chest, but headless. A _ similar 
feature years ago with Barnum and 
Bailey, was a Hindu, Laloo, with a 
feminine body growing from his chest. 


R. G. Nellis was the first armless 
person to exhibit his skill with his 
feet back in 1833. Anna E. Leake, 
Martha Morris, J. H. Payne, Charles 
Tripp, Kittie Smith and Frances 
O’Connor are others. Some few per- 
formers, without arms or legs, have 
performed amazing feats with their 
teeth. They include Walter Stuart, 
Randion and Freda Pushnik, the lat- 
ter currently with the Ringling-Bar- 
num show. 


So-called half person, without any 
semblance of lower limbs have been 
good drawing cards with circus side 
shows. Eli Bowen was exhibited most 
of his 82 years, but he had feet grow- 
ing from his body, minus lower or 
upper legs. Half women have in- 
cluded Jeanne Weeks, Mme. Papinta, 
Rose Violetta and Mlle. Gabriel among 
others. They propelled themselves 
with their arms and hands, and some 
of them performed acrobatic feats on 
their exhibition platforms. 


Other human oddities less numer- 
ous have included such individuals as 
Eko and Iko, sheep-headed men; Susie, 
the elephant skinned girl; Lionel, the 
lion-faced boy; Krao, the missing link, 
a Burmese woman with long black 
hair on her face; Fred Walters and 
Stanley Kelter, whose bodies were of 
bluish color; alligator and frog boys 
and girls, so-named because of the 
peculiar malformation of their bodies; 
long haired people, albinos, pinheads, 
and some others. 


There are other side show attrac- 
tions who have acted as human pin 
cushions, permitted themselves to be 
struck on the head with heavy objects, 
who have eaten fire, glass and other 
objects, and who have been able to 
revolve their heads, stretch their skin, 
and perform various types of disloca- 
tions with ease.

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SARONY AND HIS PRINTS. 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


Of all the long list of American 
lithographers, only a few were ar- 
tists of any talent, and, of these, 
still fewer were successful com- 
mercially. So Napoleon Sarony 
stands out from the rest, since he 
was at once a competent artist, a 
skilled lithographer, a technical ex- 
perimenter in the then new field of 
photography and a successful busi- 
ness man. He was born in Quebec in 
1821, of a French mother and an 
Austrian father, and came to New 
York as a boy of seventeen. There 
he studied art under Archibald 
Robertson, the leading painter in the 
city, and supported himself by work- 
ing in the lithographing houses of 
Nathaniel Currier and N. R. Robin- 
son. He learned the process of lith- 
ography, of course, and drew “The 
Burning of the Steamship Lexing- 
ton” and other prints for Currier 
and a portrait of Henry Clay, a 
political cartoon and the “Steamer 
Liverpool” for Robinson. In 1846 
Sarony left Currier with Henry B. 
Major, another employee, to start 
their own establishment as Sarony & 
Major, at 99 Nassau Street, just a 
block away. 

Their success was so immediate 
that they were able to move to larg- 
er quarters at 117 Fulton Street, the 
next year. Sarony also established 
his own firm, Sarony & Uo., iu 1853, 
which lasted until 1857, and, wh:n 
Henry B. Major died in 1855, he was 
succeeded by his son, Richard, with 
no change in the firm name. , In 1857, 
Joseph M. Knapp was made a part- 
ner, the firm becoming Sarony, Ma- 
jor & Knapp, and Sarony & Co. ceas- 
ed to exist. The new combination 
lasted another ten years, until 1867 
or 1868, ‘when Sarony withdrew, 
leaving Major & Knapp to carry on 
the business until 1871. Then Joseph 
M. Knapp and the Knapp Litho- 
graphing Co. continued as a com- 
mercial house, printing advertise- 
ments and similar work, with only a 
few chrome-lithograph “framing 
prints” until 1896 or later. 

Sarony gave up lithography be- 
cause he had become interested in 
the then new art or science of pho- 
tography, and, in 1868, he opened 
one of the first photographic studios 


in the United States. This was a 
success, the famous General Tom 
Thumb being a client, and, in the 
opinion of experts, his work was 
very good for the period. He was 
not satisfied, however, and closed the 
Studio to go to Europe and study. 
Six years were spent there, with per- 
iods of employment as a lithograph- 
er when his funds ran low, and he 
finally returned to New York penni- 
less. There he started a new “Sarony 
& Co., .Photographers”, which be- 
came the best-known and longest- 
lived firm in the country. 

As might be expected, Sarony was 
one of the first Americans to ex- 
periment ~:ith color lithography, his 
“Eagle Hotel, No. 1 Broadway Lith- 
ographed and Printed in Colors” by 
Sarony & Co. before 1857 being 
among the first. There are several 
music covers also, and Sarony & 
Major did many of the color prints 
for the monumental “Reports of E:x- 
plorations and Surveys to de- 
termine the Most Practical and 
Economical’ Way fora Railroad from 
the Mississippi River to the Pacific 
Ocean,” published in thirteen vol- 
umes, and, apparently, in a _ very 
large edition, by the Government 
Printing Office in 1857-1859. They 
also reproduced Rosa Bonheur’s “The 
Horse Fair” in fine color work, and 
Sarony Major & Knapp’s “The Court 
of Death” of 1859, after Rembrant 
Peale’s is also fine. 

The several hundred titles by Sor- 
ony & Major and Sarony & Co. 
known show that they followed Cur- 
rier’s lead fairly closely, issuing 
many sentimental and religious sub- 
jects, many of them, particularly the 
“name prints” superior to those of 
Currier in drawing, printing and 
coloring. Currier and Sarony main- 
tained very close relations, and he 
published “The Destruction of the 
Tea, Boston Harbor”, “Cerite in the 
Sylphide”, “The Storming of Chapul- 
tepec” and John Lawson’s fine large 
bust of Major-General Zachary 
Tayior. 

Sarony’s large and more impor- 
tant prints include many of the fin- 
est American city and town views. 
There are pictures of New. York 
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from Staten Island, Williamsburg 
and Union Square, of Boston in a 
birdseye view of 1850, and the Capi- 
tol at Washington. Both Sarony and 
Sarony & Major did a number of im- 
portant early California views from 
1850 on, including “Sacramento 
City”, “Sutter’s Mill and the Cul- 
loma Valiey” and San _ Francisco 
views. There is an unexpeciea view 
of “North Akron, Ohio”, then only a 
village, by Sarony, “Antioch College, 
Ohio” and “Asheville, North Caro- 
lina” by Sarony & Major, and “Da- 
venport, Towa” and the “Cleveland 
Park” of 1859 by Sarony, Major & 
Knapp. 

The range of subjects represented 
in prints trom the Sarony presses is 
so wide that only a few can be men- 
tioned. Among these, however, are 
included most of our finest American 
naval lithographs. There are three 
extra large views of the Perry expe- 
dition to Japan, and the nine medium 
folio plates for Francis L. Hawke’s 
“Narrative of an Expedition to 
China and Japan” of 1855, Sarony & 
Co., Sarony & Major did “McDon- 
ough’s Victory”, the two “Constitu- 
tion” prints, and the eight large ones 
in the “Naval Portfolio, Naval 
Scenes in the Mexican War” by H. 
Walker in 1848, and Sarony, Major 
& Knapp the “Naval Engagement 
Between the Kearsage and the Ala- 
bama”. In still another field, that 
of theatrical prints, and portraits, 
Sarony’s prints are or first impor- 
tance. His “Laura Keene” is fine, 
and others range from his “Dan 
Rice” to the companion firm’s “Jen- 
ny Lind”. 

Sarony, from what we know of 
him, did not share his friend Curri- 
er’s liking for horses, which may be 
why he made so few sporting prints. 
In fact, the final partnership of Sar- 
ony, Major & Knapp is responsible 
for the best of this type, the large 
folio Bevy of “Quails” and “Family 
of Partridges Feeding” of 1862, 
which -rank- with the Currier & Ives 
large game bird prints, and _ the 
“Trotting Galery” of 1862, after At- 
wood, an advertisement for Brew- 
ster & Co., carriage builders. Their 
“Union Prisoners at Saulisbury, N. 
C.,” is only, incidentally, a sporting 
print, but it is one of the earliest 
pictures of baseball games. However, 
there are other equally important 
subjects, including the “Grand Pro- 
cession of the Steam Calliope”, 3442x 
12% inches, an early and interesting 
circus parade, the “Grand reception 
to the Notabilities of the -Nation at 
the White House”, by Sarony, Major 
& Knapp, which includes portraits of 
the Lincolns, cabinet members and 
other dignitaries. : 

Finally, Sarony’s lithographed mu- 
sic covers deserve mention. A num- 
ber of them are really lovely pic- 
tures, and several are important to 
collectors. “O Let Him Rest, Tri- 
bute to the memory of Stephen Fos- 
ter” is a contemporary appreciation 
of a great American musician, and 
“U. S. Military Academy, Song of 
the Graduates, 1852, Designea py 
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Cadet Whistler” is the first publish- 
ed work of a great American painter, 
James McNeill Whistler. In all, it is 
evident, from the most cursory 
study of the Sarony prints, that they 
are all above average in quality, and 
include a large porportion of fine 
and important subjects.

Then there are the artists of the 
side show who present entertainment 
features, such as ventriloquists, magi- 
cians, glass blowers, bell ringers, and 
lightning artists. 


Ingenious side show operators have 
also evolved various illusions per- 
formed with mirrors or other devices, 
such as the headless woman, sword 
box performers, spidora, four-legged 
people, head without a body and 
others, presented usually strictly as 
illusions and not represented other- 
wise. 


Finally, there are the Negro min- 
strels of the side show. When the 
minstrels ceased to be concert fea- 
tures, they were transferred to the 
side shows, with the minstrel band 
furnishing music for the perform- 
ances and outside bally. Similarly, 
Hawaiian troupes and Scottish bag- 
pipers have performed the same serv- 
ice to the side show. 


Thus it may be seen that the side 
show has presented through the years 
a great variety of attractions for en- 
tertainment of the public.

Progress of the Mechanical Arts 


DANIEL WEBSTER (1828) 


Human sagacity, stimulated by hu- 
man wants, seizes first on the nearest 
natural assistant. The power of his 
own arm is an early lesson among 
the studies of primitive man. This is 
animal strength; and from this he 
rises to the conception of employing, 
for his own use, the strength of other 
animals. A _ stone, impelled by the 
power of his arm, he finds will pro- 
duce a greater effect than the arm 
itself; this is a species of mechanical 
power. The effect results from a 
combination of the moving force with 
the gravity of a heavy body. The 
limb of a tree is a rude but powerful 
instrument; it is a lever. And the 
mechanical powers being all discov- 
ered, like other natural qualities, by 
induction, (I use the word as Bacon 
used it,) or experience, and not by

any reasoning a priori, their progress 
has kept pace with the general civili- 
zation and education of nations. The 
history of mechanical philosophy, 
while it strongly illustrates, in its 
general results, the force of the hu- 
man mind, exhibits, in its details, 
most interesting pictures of ingenuity 
struggling with the conception of new 
combinations, and of deep, intense, 
and powerful thought, stretched to its 
utmost to find out, or deduce, the gen- 
eral principle from the indications of 
particular facts. We are now so far 
advanced beyond the age when the 
principal, leading, important mathe- 
matical discoveries were made, and 
they have become so much matter of 
common knowledge, that it is not easy 
to feel their importance, or be justly

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of science each constituted. The half 
frantic exultation of Archimedes, 
when he had solved the problem re- 
specting the crown of Hiero, was on 
an occasion and for a cause certainly 
well allowing very high joy. And so 
also was the duplication of the cube. 

The altar of Apollo, at Athens, was 
a square block or cube, and to double 
it required the duplication of the 
cube. This was a process involving 
an unascertained mathematical prin- 
ciple. It was quite natural, therefore, 
that it should be a traditional story, 
that by way of atoning for some af- 
front to that god, the oracle com- 
manded the Athenians to double his 
altar; an injunction, we know, which 
occupied the keen sagacity of the 
Greek geometricians for more than 
half a century before they were able 
to obey it. It is to the great honor, 
however, of this inimitable people, the 
Greeks, a people whose genius seems 
to have been equally fitted for the 
investigations of science and the 
works of imagination, that the im- 
mortal Euclid, centuries before our 
era, composed his Elements of Geo- 
metry; a work which, for two thou- 
sand years, has been, and still con- 
tinues to be, a textbook for instruc- 
tion in that science. 

A history of mechanical philosophy, 
however, would not begin with Greece. 
There is a wonder beyond Greece. 
Higher up in the annuals of man- 
kind, nearer, far nearer, to the origin 
of our race, out of all reach of letters, 
beyond the sources of tradition, be- 
yond all history except what remains 
in the monuments of her own art, 
stands Egypt, the mother of nations! 
Egypt! Thebes! the Labyrinth! the 
Pyramids! Who shall explain the mys- 
teries which these names suggest? 
The Pyramids! Who can inform us 
whether it was by mere numbers, and 
patience, and labor, aided perhaps by 
the simple lever; or if not, by what 
forgotten combinations of power, by 
what now unknown machines, mass 
was thus aggregated to mass, and 
quarry piled on quarry, till solid

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granite seemed to cover the earth and 
reach the skies? 


The ancients discovered many 
things, but they left many things also 
to be discovered; and this, as a gen- 
eral truth, is what our posterity, a 
thousand years hence, will be able to 
say, doubtless, when we and our gen- 
eration shall be recorded also among 
the ancients. For, indeed, God seems 
to have proposed his material uni- 
verse as a standing perpetual study 
to his intelligent creatures; where- 
ever learning, they can yet never 
learn all; and if that material uni- 
verse shali last till man shall have 
discovered all that is unknown, but 
which, by the progressive improve- 
ment of his faculties, he is capable of 
knowing, it will remain through a 
duration beyond human measure- 
ment, and beyond human compre- 
hension. 


The ancients knew nothing of our 
present system of arithmetical nota- 
tion; nothing of algebra, and, of 
course, nothing of the important ap- 
plication of algebra to geometry. 
They had not learned the use of loga- 
rithms, and were ignorant of fluxions. 
They had not attained to any just 
method for the mensuration of the 
earth, a matter of great moment to 
astronomy, navigation, and _ other 
branches of useful knowledge. It is 
scarcely necessary to add, that they 
were ignorant of the great results 
which followed the development of the 
principle of gravitation. 


In the useful and practical arts, 
many inventions and contrivances, to 
the production of which the degree of 
ancient knowlege would appear to us 
to have been adequate, and which 
seem quite obvious, are yet of late 
origin. The application of water, for 
example, to turn a mill, is a thing not 
known to have been accomplished at 
all in Greece, and is not supposed to 
have been attempted at Rome till in 
or near the age of Augustus. The 


. production of the same effect by wind, 


is a still later invention. It dates only 
in the seventh century of our era. 
The propulsion of the saw by any 
other power than that of the arm is 
treated as a novelty in England as 
late as in the middle of the sixteenth 
century. The Bishop of Ely, ambas- 
sador from the Queen of England to 
the Pope, says he saw, “at Lyons, a 
saw-mill driven with an upright wheel, 
and the water that makes it go is 
gathered into a narrow trough, which 
delivereth the same water to the 
wheels. This wheel hath a piece of 
timber put to the axeltree end, like 
the handle of a broch (a hand organ), 
and fastened to the end of the saw, 
which being turned with the force of 
water, hoisteth up the saw, that it 
continually eateth in, and the handle

of the same is kept in a rigall of wood 
from severing. Also the timber lieth, 
as it were, upon a ladder, which is 
brought by little and little to the saw 
by another vice.” From this descrip- 
tion of the primitive power-saw, it 
would seem that it was probably fast 
only at one end, and that the broch 
and rigall performed the part of the 
arm in the common use of the hand- 
saw. 


It must always have been a very 
considerable object for men to possess, 
or obtain, the power of raising water 
otherwise than by mere manual labor. 
Yet nothing like the common suction- 
pump has been found among rude 
nations. It has arrived at its present 
state only by slow and doubtful steps 
of improvement; and, indeed, in that 
present state, however obvious and 
unattractive, it is something of an 
abstruse and refined invention. It 
was unknown in China until Euro- 
peans visited the “Celestial Empire;” 
and is still unknown in other parts of 
Asia, beyond the pale oi luropean 
settlements, or the reach of European 
communication. The Greeks and Ro- 
mans are supposed to nave been igno- 
rant of it, in the early times of their 
history; and it is usually said to have 
come trom Alexandria, where physical 
science was much cultivated by the 
Greek school under the paiionage of 
the Ptoiemies. 


These few and scattered historical 
notices of important inventions have 
been introduced only for the purpose 
of suggesting that there is much 
which is both curious and instructive 
in the history of mechanics; and that 
many things, which to us in our state 
of knowledge seem so obvious that we 
should think they would at once force 
themselves on men’s adoption, have, 
nevertheless, been accomplished slow- 
ly and by painful efforts. 


But if the history oi the progress 
of the mechanical arts be interesting, 
still more so, doubtless, would be tne 
exhibition of their present state, and 
a full display of the extent to wnich 
they are now carried. The slightest 
glance must convince us that mechani- 
cal power and mechanical skiil, as 
they are now exhibited in Kurope and 
America, mark an epoch in human 
history worthy of all admiration. Ma- 
chinery is made to perform what has 
formerly been the toil of human 
hands, to an extent that astonishes 
the most sanguine, with a degree of 
power to which no number of human 
arms is equal, and with such preci- 
sion and exactness as almost to sug- 
gest the notion of reason and intelli- 
gence in the machines themselves. 
Every natural agent is put unrelent- 
ingly to the task. The winds work, 
the waters work, the elasticity of 
metals works; gravity is solicited in- 
to a thousand new forms of action; 
levers are multiplied upon levers; 
wheels revolve on the peripheries of 
other wheels. The saw and the plane 
are tortured into an accommodation 
to new uses; and, last of all, with 
inimitable power, and “with whirl- 
wind sound,” comes the potent agency 
of steam. In comparison with the 
past, what centuries of improvement 
has this single agent comprised in the 
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short compass of fifty years! Every- 
where practicable, everywhere effi- 
cient, it has an arm a thousand times 
stronger than that of Hercules, and 
to which human ingenuity is capabie 
of fitting a thousand times as many 
heads as belonged to Briareus. Steam 
is found in triumphant operation on 
the seas; and under the influence of 
its strong propulsion, the gallant ship, 


“Against the wind, against the tide, 
Still steadies with an upright keel.” 


It is on the rivers, and the boat- 
man may repose on his oars; it is in 
highways, and exerts itself along the 
courses of land conveyance; it is at 
the bottom of mines a thousand feet 
below the earth’s surface; it is in the 
1ull, and in the workshops of the 
irades. It rows, it pumps, it exca- 
vates, it carries, it draws, it lifts, it 
hammers, it spins, it weaves, it prints. 
It seems to say to men, at least to 
the class of artisans, “Leave off your 
manual labor, give over your bodily 
toil; bestow but your skill and reason 
to the directing of my power, and I 
will bear the toil—with no muscle to

grow weary, no nerve to relax, no 
breast to feel faintness.” What fur- 
ther improvements may still be made 
in the use of this astonishing power 
it is impossible to know, and it were 
vain to conjecture.

VICTOR’S MEMORIAL ALBUM OF 
JOHN McCORMACK RECORDINGS 


John McCormack died in his native 
Ireland in September, 1945. The Vic- 
tor Company’s memorial album of the 
beloved tenor’s recordings, which so 
easily could have been a disappoint- 
ment to all who knew the full extent 
of his wide-ranging abilities, has been 
formed with such rare good taste that 
one can readily forgive its somewhat 
tardy appearance. How deeply reas- 
suring to have the art of a great 
singer revived and perpetuated in so 
fitting a manner! 


Although he was an artist of the 
highest calibre of interpreting the 
finest music with masterful discern- 
ment, John McCormack won his widest 
circle of admirers by singing and re- 
cording songs that more often than 
not were unworthy of his extraordi- 
nary musicianship. To put it bluntly, 
like many another singer with an im- 
mense following, he sang a lot of 
trash. Whether or not he prostituted 
his art in choosing to please the ma- 
jority of his public is not a matter 
that requires discussion here. The 
point is that the core of John McCor- 
mack’s musical soul was never tainted 
by anything he sang. Otherwise, af- 
ter a decade of almost constant “sing- 
ing down” to his public, how could he 
have sung these 1924 recordings of 
Handel, Mozart, Lotti and Brahms 
with such unsullied purity of style? 
Even in a series of records made in 
England shortly before his death (and 
as yet not issued in this country), he 
demonstrated that no amount of sing- 
ing cheap songs had been able to spoil 
his style or vulgarize his emotion. 


With these things in mind, and re- 
membering that record companies 
don’t exist just to please a few scat- 
tered connoisseurs but to make money, 
I prepared myself for the worst: Fa- 
vorite Airs of John McCormack—or 
some such collection of commonplace 
songs, that was what | feared. In- 
stead, wonder of wonders, came a 
group of 12 selections of which only 
four were the type I expected to pre- 
dominate, the majority being gems of 
enduring beauty. Even now, asI look 
over the list for the tenth time, it 
seems too good to be true. I hope all 
other admirers of McCormack’s great 
vocal artistry will join me in a vote 


of thanks to RCA-Victor for doing so 
well by our John! 


The Handel and Mozart airs were 
recorded in London in 1924 and never 
issued here except in a very limited 
IRCC edition which has been long out 
of print. I am very glad to see them 
made available again. The Atalanta 
is one of my favorite McCormack 
records, exquisitely and serenely sung 
in a style that for all its purity some- 
how seems warmer and more intimate 
than Alma Gluck reveals in her superb 
recording of the aria. This is a strik- 
ing example of McCormack’s marvel- 
ous breath control. Mozart’s Ridente 
la calma performance seems almost 
casual. Actually, of course, it is a 
demonstration of that seemingly care- 
less ease which only the most expert 
can achieve. The same may be said 
of Pur dicesti whose florid measures 
and trilling must have tripped up 
many a less skillful vocalist in times 
past. This, too, is one of the most 
sought-after McCormack records, and 
I can imagine the chagrin with which 
collectors who have had to pay dearly 
for the rare origina] will greet this 
re-issue. It came just at the end of 
the acoustic era of recording and was 
soon swept off the market by the 
avalanche of new electrically recorded 
discs. 


As a singer of German Lieder, Mc- 
Cormack is heard to best advantage 
in his electrical recordings, but this 
In Feldeinsamkeit was well worth re- 
viving not only because he never re- 
corded it again but also because it 
is a fine and sensitive interpretation. 
A London recording of 1924, its only 
previous circulation in this country 
was in a limited IRCC edition that 
was sold out years ago. 

The next four sides are devoted to 
the type of song that most pleased the 
majority of McCormack’s vast public 
which, since it made him both rich 
and famous, certainly deserved at least 
this much consideration. No matter 
what you may think of the music, you 
are almost certain to find the singing 
itself irresistible. Note the absence 
of over-ripe lushness in the tenor’s 
vocal tone, how simplicity and direct- 
ness instead of vulgarity mark his 
style. Best sellers in their day, orig- 
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inals of these recordings are still a 
dime a dozen, but not everybody wants 
to go grubbing around in stacks of 
dirty old records. 


The qualities that made McCormack 
a successful operatic artist in the 
early days of his career were chiefly 
vocal—he was a rather wooden actor 
—and thus his achievements in this 
field are ideally disclosed in his re- 
cordings. The four examples included 
in this album are all excellent, clearly 
revealing his superb command of vocal 
technique and appealing lyricism of 
style. I am especially pleased that 
the Mefistolele aria was among those 
chosen for re-issue, not only for its 
soaring climax but also because it hap- 
pens to be a rather scarce record that 
I have wanted for years. Thanks 
again, RCA-Victor! 


The fact that all the discs in this 
McCormack memorial album are 
acoustic recordings originally made 
between 1910 and 1925 encourages 
me to hope that a second album, com- 
posed entirely of electrically recorded 
songs, will be forthcoming. In the 
years between 1925 and 1945, Mc- 
Cormack recorded for Victor here and 
for HMV in England enough worthy 
material to fill Several albums. Among 
domestic issues I should like to see 
revived in this way, the following 
come at once to my mind: Auch kleine 
Dinge of Hugo Wolf, The Bitterness 
of Love, By the Shortcut to the Rosses, 
Bird Songs at Eventide, Cloths of 
Heaven; and I think a couple of 
empty pockets should be added for 
two favorites that are, I trust, still 
current, i. e. The Garden Where the 
Praties Grow and Jeannie With the 
Light Brown Hair. When it comes to 
the English HMV’s, there are even 
more fine titles to choose from. For 
example, there’s one, a cut-out for 
several years now, that’s really be- 
witching—it’s called The Fairy Tree. 
But currently listed in the HMV cata- 
log are a great many fine McCormack 
recordings, including most of his final 
series, that should be made regularly 
available over here. So let us hope 
that this first album will meet with 
enough to ensure the release of a 
second.

We American collectors know the 
name of this French tenor better than 
we know his records but how many of 
us are familiar with even the bare 
facts of his career? If, like me, you 
felt dissatisfied with the few, meagre 
accounts of his life to be found in 
reference books, then I am sure you 
will share my pleasure in an article 
about him that appeared in the June 
1948 issue of The Record Collector. 
Entitled M. Gustarello Affre, Tenor 
de Opera Paris, 1889-1911, the arti- 
cle was written by the singer’s daugh- 
ter, Mme. Vellacott, and is well worth 
sending to England for. Mme. Velia- 
cott’s story of her father’s life is 
warmly personal and a pleasure to 
read. Yet it is braced with factual 
formation about his career and tells 
a good deal about where, when and 
what he sang. Incidentally, The Re- 
cord Collector is the only magazine I 
know of whose entire contents are 
written by and for collectors of his- 
torical vocal records. It deserves wide 
circulation on this side of the Atlantic.

Sylvester Louis Ossman, Banjo 


How long ago Sylvester Louis 
(“Vess”) Ossman began making re- 
cords and whether he acquired the 
designation of “the Banjo King” be- 
fore or after first appearing on 
cylinders is a matter of conjecture. 
It’s certain that by 1898 he was 
established as one of the handful of 
pioneer recording artists whose ‘work 
had already gained wide popularity, 
and that his services were eagerly 
sought. In keeping with the pre- 
vailing taste of the period, he re- 
corded mostly negro songs, lively 
ragtime ditties and marches, but 
what he played was performed with 
true artistry. Probably his banjo 
solos of the late ’90’s and early 1900’s 
express the go-ahead optimism and 
accelerated tempo of the American

life of those days as effectively as 
anything could. 

Ossman was one of a group of ar- 
tists who signed exclusive contracts 
with Columbia in October, 1898. The 
late Dan W. Quinn lent me a faded 
photograph, showing the performers 
standing, with the three Emerson 
Brothers, ‘who were recording ex- 
perts, in front of the company’s 
Bridgeport factory. In the first row 
are Clyde Emerson, George Graham, 
Len Spencer, Mr. Ossman, Mr. Quinn 
and George Emerson. George J. Gas- 
kin is sitting above them on a plat- 
form. Behind Gaskin are George 
Schweinfest and Victor H. Emerson, 
and to Gaskin’s right are Steve Por- 
ter and Russell Hunting. The ex- 
clusive contract lasted only a year or 
two—probably two, because Ossman 
was not included in a group photo 
of Edison artists made in 1900. 
Quinn, however, is in the Edison 
picture. 

Besides cylinders, Ossman made 
Berliner discs and was one of the 
first Victor artists. I have said that 
the Banjo King is a prominent part 
of phonograph folk lore. His latest 
appearance in this role was made in 
October, 1946, when the Victor com- 
pany held elaborate ceremonies to 
commemorate the passing of its one 
billionth record. An R. C. A.-Victor 
in Life for October 
26, 1946, said: “The oldest master 
record in R. C. A.-Victor’s huge li- 
brary was made on January 21, 1901. 
It is a banjo solo, played by Vess 
Ossman, ‘Tell Me, Pretty Maiden.’ ” 

A few weeks later the New Yorker 
gave a gently satirical account of the 
celebration. The one billionth record 
was supposed to be a coupling of 
“The Stars and Stripes Forever” and 
“Semper Fidelis” marches, played by 
the Philadelphia Symphony Orches- 
tra. The record was to be presented 
to the U. S. Marine Corps, because 
John Philip Sousa, composer of the 
marches, led the U. S. Marines 
band from 1880 to 1892.. But, ac- 
cording to the New Yorker, a mis- 
take was made which caused the 
wrong label and master to be 
brought out for the “Stars and 
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Re-issues and re-recordings af 
operatic, theatrical, and 
speech records.

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Stripes Forever” side, so that what 
actually was pressed was Ossman’s 
“Tell Me, Pretty Maiden,” already 
mentioned as the first 10-inch in- 
strumental number recorded by Vic- 
tor. The following is quoted from 
the New Yorker: 

“?*Why, that’s by Vess Ossman, 
the old Banjo King!” Mr. Fink (one of 
the pressing machine operators) ex- 
claimed. One of'the other pressers 
said: ‘Somebody’s made an awful 
mistake.. Too late to change things 
now, though. Anyhow, they’re going 
to gold-plate the record, and once it’s 
been gold-plated it can’t be played. 
The Marines’ll never know the dif- 
ference!’ ”. 

As early as 1899, Vess Ossman had 
made a working agreement with 
Arthur Collins and played the ac- 
companiment for some of Collin’s 
negro songs recordings. One of the 
best known was the Edison cylinder 
of “All Coons Look Alike to Me,” 
which had this announcement by 
Collins: “<All Coons Look Alike to 
Me.’ Sung by Arthur Collins, with 
banjo accompaniment by Mr. Vess L. 
Ossman. Edison record.” More than 
a decade later, Collin’s partner, 
Byron G. Harlan, was dangerously 
ill of typhoid fever, Collins made 
several solos for Victor, with Oss- 
man’s banjo substituting for the lack 
of Harlan. . 

Another of Ossman’s early associ- 
ates was Len Spencer. The amazing- 
ly ingenious and versatile Len wrote 
a series of comic dialect sketches in 
which he did the talking and singing 
while Ossman played the _ banjo. 
Some of these, recorded on both 
seven and ten-inch discs, were “Ban- 
jo Lize,” “Hot Times on the Levee” 
and “The Nigger and the Bee.” In 
those days, Negroes were considered 
fair game for ridicule, good natured 
or otherwise, and their sensibilities 
lacked the protection they are justly 
given today when such terms as 
“nigger,” “coon” and even “darky” 
are not permitted on radio networks. 


Mr. Ossman also made a number 
of duets with another of Spencer’s 
associates, Parke Hunter, a versatile 
musician who seems to have been 
able not only to play the banjo but 
almost any other instrument. Still 
another of Vess’s duet partners was 
William (“Bill”) Farmer. 

By the early 1900’s, Vess Ossman’s 
fame was world-wide. In 1903 he 
made his second concert tour of Eng- 
land, after having previously been 
over in 1900. In those days, a New 
York musical instruments dealer, 
John A. Haley, was proud that the 
Banjo King bought his strings from 
him. He issued a circular quoting 
extracts from several of Ossman’s 
letters, such as: “New York City, 
September 12, 1899. Dear Sir: The 
Banjo Strings received, and they 
have proved satisfactory in every 
particular. Sincerely yours, Vess L. 
Ossman, Banjoist. Banjo Studio, 121 
West 125th St.” 

On April 24, 1900, Ossman wrote 
to Haley: “I sail for London May 
2, to’ play at the Big Concert. Send 
my order of strings at once, also 
two dozen of your J. A. H. Banjo 
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Bass Strings. Vess_ L. 
Ossman.” 

On June 27, 1900, Ossman wrote 
another letter to Haley: “Have re- 
turned from London. I was a ‘big 
hit’ there. I distributed some of your 
strings to players on the other side, 
and they were all as much pleased 
with them as I was. Undoubtedly, 
your strings are the best strings I 
ever put on my banjo. I do not 
know of any strings that can com- 
pare with them, and I have used all 
kinds. Sincerely yours, Vess L. Oss- 
man, Banjoist, Banjo Studio, Room 
52, A. B. C. Building, 67-69 West 
125th Street.” 

To these letters, Mr. Haley added 
the following note: “Mr. Vess L. 
Ossman is undoubtedly the greatest 
and most popular Banjoist in the 
world. He was selected as the re- 
presentative Banjo Soloist of Amer- 
ica at National Export Exposition, 
Philadelphia, Pa., Nov 29th, 1899. 
He also received the greatest recep- 
tion ever accorded an American in

London, May 10th to 12th, 1900.” 

The circular likewise contained a 
testimonial from Fred F. Van Epps, 
who was just beginning to be known 
as a recording artist and who was to 
become Ossman’s foremost rival for 
the title of the greatest banjo player. 
Van Epps (or Van Eps, as he is now) 
lived in Plainfield, New Jersey, 
where today he is a prosperous man- 
ufacturer of radio equipment. He 
wrote: Dear Sir: Strings received, 
and after giving them a good test I 
find them to be just the kind that I 
have been looking for to use zur my 
Phonograph and Concert playing. 
Now, as I know your special strings 
are strong and also have a good 
clear tone, I will use them exclusive- 
ly. Very truly yours, Fred F. Van 
Epps, Banjoist. Studio, 60 Wester- 
velt Avenue.” 

Still another player who said kind 
things about Haley’s strings was 
Joseph Cullen, described as “the 
famous teacher and soloist of Wash- 
ington, D. C.” Cullen was a member 
of the duet team of Cullen and Col- 
lins, whom I have already mentioned 
as makers of Columbia cylinders 
fifty years or more ago.

land in 1903, the trip was made at 
the request of Clifford Essex, a well 
known musical instrument dealer 
and publisher of instruction books. 
In October of that year, Essex 
brought out the first issue of a 
monthly magazine which he called 
“B. M. G. — a Journal Devoted to 
the Banjo, Mandoline and Guitar.” 
The feature of the first issue was a 
long interview with the American 
Banjo King, written by the editor, 
Home Gordon. The style is down- 
right irritating, with its frequent un- 
necessary use of capital letters and 
Gordon’s insistance upon giving Oss- 
man’s conversation a pronounced 
British flavor. Some parts of the 
article are of no particular interest 
now, but I shall quote the more read- 
able sections, omitting Mr. Gordon’s 
eccentricities of type: 

“There was no hesitation as to whom 
should be asked to furnish the subject 
of the first interview of B. M. G., for 
Mr. Vess Ossman, the finest banjoist of 
America, and the warm friend of Mr. 
Clifford Essex and myself, was in Lon- 
don. There could be no other who would 
furnish a conversation fraught with so 
many topics that’ will interest our 
readers, and no one else that we have 
so much delight to honor . It is to 
be our business to provide absolutely 
the most interesting topics for our 
readers, and we can ‘conceive none to 
surpass a talk with Mr. Vess Ossman, 
By now his name is a household word 
to musicians on both sides of the At- 
lantic, but all the value of his experi- 
ence and knowledge has not previously 
been published. 


“Mr. Vess Ossman strikes you as 
every inch a man. ‘There is grit, de- 
termination, and power in his handsome, 
good-humored features. Clean shaven, 
with hair waving over a high, broad 
forehead, eyes brown, honest and re- 
turning your gaze frankly, twinkling 
humor as some funny story arouses his 
sense of fun, a sensitive mouth and a 
frank, open countenance, he is one in 
a thousand. He talks admirably, with a 
quick laugh, throwing up his head a 
trifle the while. Of medium height, 
above rather than below the average 
standard, quietly dressed, you know him 
to be an American gentleman, literally 
one of the best . . . Frankly, one more 
loyal or considerate, one better to deal 
with, one more willing to give than to 
receive, a shrewder, better, more cheery, 
more honourable as friend, comrade, and 
fellow-musician. it is impossible to 
mention. If this seems a eulogy, it is 
thoroughly justified, and I take this, the 
sole possible public occasion, for put- 
ting on record how tremendously Mr. 
Vess Ossman is appreciated in Eng- 
land. I venture to quote the descrip- 
tion I wrote in June, 1900, of his first 
concert appearance in this country: 


“The visit of this great American 
banjoist is solely due to an invitation 
from Mr. Clifford Essex, and the guest 
of the night met with a cordial wel- 
come from all parts of the house when 
he stepped onto the platform. The first 
bars he enunciated proved the hand of 
a master, and undoubtedly he is one of 
the grandest players ever heard. He 
started with a spirited performance of 
Moszkowski’s ‘‘Bolero’’ and, despite the 
pace and difficulty of the piece, he 
performed it to perfection. Then came 
his own “Ragtime Medley,” the most 
captivating composition concelvavie. 
Bristling with fresh effects, and with 
octave passages and syncopation in 
every line, Mr. Vess Ossman was noth- 
ing less than superb. He brought down 
the house, in a fashion unparalleled in 
St. James’s Hall, and the encore was 
absolutely irresistable. It is no exag- 
geration to say that the characteristic 
piece which was named “Whistling 
Rufus” added to the enthusiasm. The 
audience thundered out applause, and 
after four recalls, Mr. Vess Ossinan had 
to yield once more and give another 


and twice more he had to come for- 
ward before he was reluctantly allowed 
to finally retire . . 

“The crowded audience at Kensington 
Town Hall last May, at Mr. Clifford 
Essex’s enormously successful concert, 
enthusiatically endorsed the verdict of 
three years ago; indeed, the general 
impression was that Mr. Vess Ossman 
played better than ever. Perhaps the 
finest exposition he gave was _at a 
cheery little evening gathering at Clif- 
ford Essex’s studio . To a select 
coterie of experts Mr. Ossman played 
in a@ manner which defied description. 
He told us that for days he had been 
making phonographic records at a big 
salary. But it was the general opinion 
that if the machine could have received 
his playing on that evening, it would 
have permanently preserved some re- 
cord playing. It is, however, high time 
to clear the way for Mr. Vess Ossman, 
himself, and to let him talk . 

«* Oh, I’ll talk! Where shall I start?’ 

“ ‘Birth and education.’ 

“‘‘Former, on Hudson river, 1868; lat- 
ter, the best I could reach — really 
started learning after my education was 
finished.’ 

“Like a good many more of us. 
Banjo?’ 

‘“Practice does it. Ten hours a day 
for three years. Four hours a day pret- 
ty nearly all the year round even now. 
Tell your readers to practice. Scales are 
the foundations of music, and, in ad- 
dition, they are the foundation of dex- 
terity on the banjo. So let no one, 
teachers or pupils, neglect them.’ 

“ ‘Any special reasons to give for your 
own playing?’ 

“*Well, when I was fairly big at the 
banjo I signed on for three years to the 
Columbian Phonographic Company (this, 
of course, should be Columbia Phono- 
graph Company—U. W.) to give them 
one hundred records a week. You have 
to pick hard and keep the same volume 
of tone all through a piece, combined 
with absolute accuracy. That makes a 
superb foundation on which to put light 
and shade for concert work and fairly 
kills nervousness.’ . Most players pre- 
fer the keys of G and C; I do not. My 
favorite is F, aod I always like to play 
in flats — they are not only softer, 
but higher’, and he ran through the 
scale of six flats at a tempo presto. ‘I 
also always like to employ octaves 
freely — of ‘course, avoiding consecu- 


tive octaves in my harmonical progres- 
sions.’ 
“Do you elevate your bass strings?’ 


taves on a bass string tuned to C as 
to D, though I grant that the opinion 
of many of the best players differs 
from mine on this point. ae have 
one habit which is in direct violation 
with conventional tenets. I make 
notes on the fifth string. I mean to 
say, I will play A, B, C above the clef 
and higher notes on the high G string. 
I am also addicted to grace notes and 
appoggiatura, and for these, when I can, 
I like to use the fifth string. The snap 
comes especially clean from it, because 
it is technically so taut.’ 

“Do you go in for double fingering?’ 

“‘T think it is imperative,’ and he 
played me a scale in three flats, in 
which this method was used through- 
out. . . ‘I have something to say about 
other peoples’ ways, and my grumble 
is at their neglect of the metronome. It 
is the playing of marches, two-steps, 
cake walks, etc., in unsuitable time 
which makes them sound _ ridiculous. 
Such a splendid player as Joe Morley, 
for example, may be instanced. He 
picked up “The Favorite March’ and 
made nothing of it, though note perfect 
. . . because he did not play it with the 
strongly marked accent and rhythm 
characteristic of two-step time.’ . 

“‘How do you find the banjo over 
here?’ 

““T have played several dates at the 
Palace, Tivoli and Alhambra, three 
magnificent halls, and at each I have 
had a wonderful reception. Everybody 
I come across appreciates the banjo. 
Since I was here last I should say the 
banjo has made big strides in England. 
In fact, you are on the eve of a banjo 
boom, and all that is needed is some- 
thing to centralize banjoists in England. 

More banjo clubs are needed. In 
them the merest tyro and finest per- 
former can all take a share, and it 
means the raising of the standard of 
playing, the diffusion of music, and 
general increase of enthusiasm.’ . 

“ ‘How does the status of the banjo 
in England compare with it in America?’ 

“ ‘Better than ever before. In some 
ways the banjo is not so well off in 
America as over here. Farland, in his 
way, is a wonderful player, but he has 
gone near killing the banjo on the con- 
cert stage, and today you don’t hear 
much concerted banjo music in public.’ 
(Note: This reference is to Alfred A. 
Farland, a veteran American banjoist, 
who tried to adapt the instrument to 
classical music. He made one Edison 
Diamond Disc — a transcription of

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MAIL COACHES 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


“These are to give Notice, that the Post 
will go from the General Letter Office 
in London, to Altby della Zouch in the 
County of Leicester, three times every 
week, on the General Post-days, and in 
like manner return from thence.” 
—London Gazette, April 4-7-1687 
Although the post was not then 
established by law, there were post- 
masters at the end of the 16th cen- 
tury on all great roads who would 
furnish horses for a fee. Boys on 
horseback carried letter bags, and 
Milton refers to. post-boys in 1538. 


In England the word for the dis- 
patch of all official matter was 
“mail”, and the general public used 
the ‘word “post.” 


In 1621 the Penny Post originated 
in England, as a private enterprise 
carrying mail in London and suburbs. 
Letter writing in this period was a 
troublesome business. There were 
no railways and no post offices, al- 
though the government under Oliver 
Cromwell was endeavoring to estab- 
lish one. Most letters were carried 
at regular stages along the road, or 
by carrier’s wagon. The cost de- 
an upon the number of sheets 
sent. 


“Royal Mail” was the term applied 
to mail service after it became at- 
tached to the revenue of the crown 
in 1690. 

Under the Restoration the system 
received considerable improvement.

tween Edinburgh and Port-Patrick, 
facilities for the transmission of 
mail were increased, and postal rates 
legally regulated. 

On August 2, 1784, the first mail 
coach left London for Bristol making 
the general establishment of Pal- 
mer’s Mail Coach Service, and the 
post. 

Mail coaches of Leeds were paint- 
ed red with the royal coat-of-arms on 
the door panels. They carried four 
passengers inside and four out, with 
a bag or box for luggage. The roof 
was reserved for mail bags and long 
boxes in front held the blunderbuss 
and brass horn, sometimes 30 inches 
in length. 

Highwayman and brigands at- 
tacked the coaches in broad daylight, 
robbed passengers. 


In the early days of the 18th cen- 
tury, Baron von Lilen had establish- 
ed a service of stage coaches in con- 
nection with the Taxi Post. Prus- 
sian mail coaches were closed on all 
the main routes, but open on all oth- 
ers, and passengers had to change 
coaches every 20 miles. 


In 1840 the name “Penny Post” 
was given to the system under the 
uniform rate of one penny per one- 
half ounce to all places within the 
Kingdom. In 1871 the rate was chang- 
ed to one penny per ounce between 
Great Britain and her several colon- 
ies. In 1906 the rate of one penny 
per ounce or fraction thereof was 
adopted universally for the whole of 
Great Britain. 

The world-swaying invention, the 
gummed postage stamp, by Rowland 
Hill in the 1840’s, was snipped off 
the sheets with scissors up until 
1853. Newspapers and periodicals 
were sold uncut and travellers car- 
ried folding paper-knives. The story 
goes that a knight, having no paper 
cutter, used his “roweled” spur to 
cut a “Queen’s Yed”, thus inventing 
the perforated postage stamp.

The English Stage 


There is a certain relief in change, even 
though it be from bad to worse, as I 
have found in traveling in a stage- 
coach that it is often a comfort to 
shift one’s position and be bruised in 
a new place.—Washington Irving, 1824. 


In 1700 stage coaches began oper- 
ating in England, but the vehicle of 
the 18th century had little in com- 
mon with the stage within our mem- 
ory, where passengers sat in a com- 
fortable coach behind “Jehus” who 
flourished their long ‘whips with 
pride in the importance of their po- 
sition. 
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The stage route extended over a 
very limited number of roads and the 
gentlemen’s carriage of this period 
was a cumbersome and gaudy affair. 
The roofs of most of them rose into 
a swelling curve, which was some- 
times surrounded by a high iron rail. 
The coachman and guard who al- 
ways held his carbine ready cocked 
upon his knee, sat together over a 
very long narrow boot, which passed 
under a large hammer-cloth. Under 
the coachman’s seat was the “coach- 
box” which carried any tools that 
might be required for the journey 
and the brass horn sometimes 30 
inches long. 


The wheels were very large, ill- 
shaped and of various colors. The 
three horses which drew the vehicle 
were so far away, owing to the great 
length of the traces, that it was dif- 
ficult for them to draw their burden 
along. On the “thiller” horse sat a 
long-legged postillion, in cocked hat, 
and gay riding suit. 


Hogarth’s Country Inn Yard gives 
an example of this type stating that 
“no one with the smallest power of 
bestriding a horse would ever think 
of making use of them.” A sketch 
also depicts outsides in a huge bask- 
et in the rear. 


The Spectator of June 2, 1711, ad- 
vertised a lady’s riding dress of blue 
camlet, well laced with silver; being 
a coat, a waistcoat, a petticoat, and 
a hat with the proverbial little 
feather. 

The escape of Lord Nithsdale from 
the Tower in 1713 was accomplished 
with the aid of a large riding-hood, 
then fashionable. These hoods be- 
came known as “nithsdales” and con- 
tinued in fashion for some time, 
especially among old women. 

Hoops were of whale-bone and 
enormous, and ladies doubled them 
around in front or lifted them up on 
each side upon entering the coach. 
In 1741 a writer in London Magazine 
says: “The ladies have found some

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STORIED CLOCKS 


The History of Famous Clocks is often 
the history of the communities they 
serve. “Big Ben’ in the north tower of 
the Houses of Parliament, London, is 
part of the life of the British Capital. 

From “The Mentor’, August, 1929 

The first town clock set up in New 
York City was made by Benjamin 
Hanks, a Revolutionary soldier. - He 
received an order in 1780 to install 
a clock in the steeple of the old 
Dutch Church, at the corner of Liber- 
ty and Nassau Streets. This time- 
piece, which for many years tolled 
the hours of New York townsfolk, 
‘wound itself by means of a windmill 
device on which Benjamin Hanks had 
a patent. 

Clocks and watches from Hanks 
shop were among the earliest to 
serve residents of the United States, 
preceding the product of the famous 
Eli Terry, who, in the State of Con- 
necticut, about 1800, employed car- 
penters to make clockworks and cas- 
es of wood.

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saddlebag the inventive young Yan- 
kee rode among the sparsely tilled 
farms of the surrounding country, 
selling for cash where he could, but 
often taking produce in exchange for 
one of his wooden-wheeled clocks. A 
Massachusetts inventor named 
Chauncy Jerome finally put the mak- 
ers of wooden clocks out of business 
when in 1837 he began to manufac- 
ture metal wheels by machinery. 
About a dozen years later a factory 
equipped to turn out machine-made 
watches was opened in Roxbury, 
Mass. 

Old and interesting as such facts 
are to Americans, the history of pio- 
neer clockmaking in this country is 
a soon told tale compared with ac- 
counts of Europe’s progress in the 
industry. The first substitutes for 
the water clock and the hourglass 
were put up in cathedrals and mon- 
asteries. As far as known, a monk 
named Gerbert made the first clock 
run by wheels. That was about 990. 

In the Middle Ages a ‘workman 
named Henry de Vick was commis- 
sioned to make for Charles V of 
France the masterly timepiece which 
was set up in what is now the Palais 
de Justice, and for nearly five hun- 
dred years continued in good running 
order. This is called the Father of 
Modern Clocks, because it was copied 
widely throughcut Europe. Though 
its mechanism is stilled now, it. re- 
mains in the position where it was 
first installed — a monument to the 
ingenuity of a medieval genius. 

The French are very proud of this 
old clock in the Palace of Justice, 
but better known to a far greater 
number of people is the imposing 
timepiece in a tower of the Parlia- 
ment Buildings in London. This 
famous clock takes the name of the 
main bell of the group of five that 
sound the hours. Sir Benjamin Hall 
was the Minister of Works when: the 
clock was built. One day, in the 
spring of 1926, the works got out of 
gear and the main chime ‘announced 
four -o’clock, when anyone could see 
by the enormous hands that it lacked 
fifteen minutes of the even hour. 
Immediately there was a great to- 
do, and the papers vied in runmng 
stories, serious and humorous, about 
the unaccountable defection of the 
kingdom’s favorite clock. For three 
hours Big Ben ran amuck, regard- 
less of all the rules established at 
Greenwich. At this time the curious

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Commons, attached to Big  Ben’s 
thirteen-foot pendulum, is a ha’pen- 
ny, added to make the timepiece ab- 
solutely accurate. 

Four times an hour the mechanism 
rings the bell, weighing fourteen 
tons, and four “Little Bens,” which 
weigh two tons apiece. The second 
marks are a foot apart. The hands 
weigh 224 pounds and 836 pounds 
each, and the hour numerals are two 
feet tall. 

The great bell had scarcely been 
put in place, a little over seventy 
years ago, when it had to be taken 
down and recast, recalling the his- 
tory of America’s Liberty Bell, 
which was cast by the same firm. 
The second Big Ben cracked on the 
rim, but still functions. 

The winding of the clock used to 
involve the labor of two men for six

FROM PAGE 39) 
inconvenience surely in the circular 
hoops, that they have chang’d it to 
that extensive oblong form they now 
wear.” 

A curious print of 1746 called: 
“The Keview” depicts the hoop skirt 
in all sorts of ways with suggestions 
tor improvement. The most novel of 
these was the idea of a coach with a 
movable roof, and frame and pullies 
to-hoist and drop the ladies inside. 

The first stage started between 
Glasgow and Edinburgh in 1749; 
time two days. 

The Morning Post of Jul;, 1829, 
stated: “Saturday, the new vehicle 
called the Omnibus, commenced run- 
ning from Padding to the City and 
existed considerable notice both from. 
the novel form of carriage and the 
elegance with which it was fitted 
out.” 

This was George Shillibeer’s coach 
and the first of its kind in England. 
A Parisian coach-buiider, he started 
business from the “Yorkshire Stin- 
go” tavern in Paddington and ran to 
the Bank. July 4, 18zy he placed the 
first two busses ever seen in Eng- 
land on London streets. These car- 
ried 22 passengers, all inside,‘ and 
each was drawn by three bay horses. 
The word “Omnibus” was painted on 
both sides in large letters. These re- 
sembled a hearse and it is said 
George Shiillibeer afterwards became 
an undertaker. 

During the great Exhibition, Til- 
ling, to whom London owes much, 
planted his buses on London streets. 
In 1856 the General Omnibus Com- 
pany ‘was organized and bought up 
all rivals. Seats were arranged in 
two rows, back to back, facing out- 
ward, and access to the knife-board 
was gained by means of the box of 
the wheel, a leather strap and an 
iron step. 

The Jehu, wrapped and rolled in 
his horse-rug was muffled to the 
ears in a box cloth and in his but- 
tonhole wore a bunch of Parma vio- 
lets. “Not for me, Joseph.” was the 
slang expression of the day. 

The peal-nosed Cockney on the 
monkey-board quips a bit with a 
young hansom. driver in white bow- 
ler, clangs his bell and the horse- 
bus is off. 

The Stoke-Newington bus collect- 
ed its own fare in a little box under 
the driver, who sat outside, and pul- 
led a string to release the coin into 
the depths below. 

In 1880 the winding stairway was 
substituted for the ladder over the 
rear and the London Road Car Com- 
pany introduced the -garden” seat or 
transverse seat with reversible back, 
along the sides of the bus. 

By 1905 there were 3,848 vehicles 
and 6,169 drivers licensed in Lon- 
don by Scotland Yard. 

The last “General” horse-bus ran 
October 18/25-1911 and in 1925 the 
first covered-top buses were put in 
service.

one generation of craftsmen after 
another. Each worker brought his 
fraction of beauty to the store laid 
up and bequeathed to him by those 
who had gone before. Besides inher- 
ited skill, we learn that each of the 
fine old craftsmen went through a 
long apprenticeship, during which he 
was made free of the results of an 
unbroken tradition of craftsmanship. 

It seems that the early jeweller’s 
work was almost in the open air; 
there was beauty in his surround- 
ings, and inspiration waited on him 
continually. The happiness of the 
worker was reflected in his work. 
Each seems to have been content if 
he could surpass by ever so little 
the skill of his forbears. Continuing, 


e says: 

“Yet the farther the discoveries of 
archaeology take us back into the 
past, the more clearly ‘we see by what 
slow, tentative, almost stumbling 
steps that perfection or skill has 
been attained. Between the prehis- 
toric fibula hammered out from a 


‘nugget or ore and the granulated

greatly to seek in most even of the 
best work of today. The reason is 
perhaps that the zeal of the artist 
has not been tempered by knowledge. 
The reason of this again is that for 
more than a century the painter and 
the sculptor have stood before the 
public as the sole representatives of 
the Arts, and in consequence all the 
crafts and arts have been approacn- 
ed pictorially, even by those who 
practise them, as if each were only 
another form of picture-making. 

“This is not wholly untrue, only 
the methods of the painter do not al- 
ways apply in the crafts. Take as 
the simplest example a Rhodian ear- 
ring. What is it? — a rough pearl, 
a skeleton cube of gold wire, a tiny 
pyramid of beads, and a hook. What 
could be more simple? Yet the cun- 
ning collocation of these elementary 
forms has produced a thing of beau- 
ty that cannot now be surpassed. No 
amount of fumbling ‘with a pencil 
could ever lead to a like result. The 
material was there in front of the 
craftsman, and on the material the 
creative idea engendered the work 
of art. Art is craftsmanship plus 
inspiration and inspiration is the 
rush of unconscious memory along 
channels made by a habit of crafts- 
manship. But the craftsmanship of 
the early workman was frank and 
fearless; the worker of today is hid- 
den behind the stones he uses. His 
material is a screen and not a medi- 
um of expression. Stones and jewels 
to the early artist were means of ad- 
ding emphasis to his work, or were 
used as the germ of a design; by the 
modern they are used as substitutes 
for design. 

“To the former the jewel was 
an added beauty to the setting; to 
the latter the jewel is a means of 
hiding the setting and the workman- 
ship. The old workman took the 
rough crystal of sapphire, or ruby, 
or emerald, and polished it, keeping 
the stone as large as possible, dis- 
playing to the utmost its native 
beauty. The modern workman splits 
and cuts his gems 
many-faceted, geometrical forms of 
infinite ingenuity and _ intolerable 
hideousness. 

And here is the closing thought 
which may stand us in good stead 
when examining the arts in the other 
field as well: 

“The modern method of cutting 
equals the colour and_ intensifies 
the glitter of the gem, but the glit- 


ter takes away that mysterious

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THOUGHTS ON DOLL COLLECTING 


By JERRY LAHM 


The study of dolls, outside of col- 
lectors’ has long been neglected, 
mainly because dolls were classed as 
children’s toys. A plaything to be 
given away when the child was 
grown, if the playing hadn’t already 
broken it. A few dolls were so cher- 
ished they couldn’t be dispensed 
_ with, were packed away and forgot- 

ten and some were kept for no 
reason at all. In the past few years 
doll collecting has been an accepted 
hobby and research has been done, 
and much more can be done. 

Unless a person has documentary 
proof, and this is rare, no one can 
say with authority that a doll is 
many. years old. We can only guess 
at a doll’s age, with certain charac- 
teristics to check by. We have re- 
cords -on certain dolls, such as 
Jumeaus, Greiners, etc., that tell 
during what years these dolls were 
made. Greiner has a patented doll, 
the patent issued the 20th of March, 
1858 but he made dolls before he 
patented them. And who can say 
with assurance that their Greiner

was made in 1858 or 1859? From 
1790 to 1887 no dolls are listed in 
our patent offices of the United 
States but many dolls were made 
long before that. 

Age alone does not make a doll 
valuable, to my way of thinking. 
Dolls are our youngest antiques. 
Dolls imported prior to and during 
the first World War are semi-an- 
tique and prized very much. As with 
many other hobbies, by love and 
study you can almost feel whether 
or not a doll is old. The peculiar 
purplish blue shade of old doll’s 
eyes is another indication of age, as 
also is the hand blown glass eyes. 
These latter were imported before 
the first World War, and are hard to 
obtain now, even as_ replacements. 
Glass blowers may again make doll 
eyes in Europe but American labor 
costs do not lend to this type of work 
in any volume. 

For the benefit of the beginning 
collector we may report that all 


‘types of dolls have been made-wax, 


wax over composition, china, parian, 
bisque, tin, and wood. Our fore- 
fathers made them from corn cobs, 
shucks, pipe clay, the beloved rag 
dolls, yarn dolls, nut dolls, any kind 
of dolls. The prized antiques of 
course are usually the china, wax, 
papier mache, parian, bisque and 
wood.

ANTIQUE, AMERICAN PERIOD, 
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so-called Staffordshire and Chelsea 
dolls. These refer to the types and 
glazes of the china. Parian is a mat 
tinish and is usually not highly tint- 
ed. Dresden dolls obtain their name 
from their resemblance to the Dres- 
den china and are usually ornament- 
ed by flower decorations, although 
not always. 

Most of the antique dolls ‘were 
lady dolls rather than the little girl 
and baby types of today. The hair 
dress of the dolls is usually a good 
indication of age and the more 
elaborate the hair dress, the more 
valuable the doll, it seems. Not 
many men dolls were made and so 
of course they are the more sought 
after because of their scarcity. Some 
collectors have found the head of a 
boy or man doll and have dressed 
them as girls, thinking their short 
curls an “unusual hair dress”. The 
most common and easiest found type 
of antique doll is the black haired, 
blue eyed, china head with the 
“punkin” curl hair dress. A _ little 
harder to find but almost as com- 
mon is the blonde sister. Next comes 
the name dolls. These were of china 
and had their names, as well as a 
dress top in the china. 

Dolls are especially fascinating to 
me. Each one has its own personali- 
ty. People are always amazed when 
I tell them that ali of my dolls are 
named. I have somewhere between 
four and five hundred dolls. They 
ask first “how can you think of 
names for all of them” and second 


“can you remember each _ one’s 
name”. Both are foolish questions 
to me. I look at one and she is 


Elaine, nothing else would suit her, 
she just looks like Elaine. Each doll 
has been named that way, just as 
dolls that have been given to me 
have taken on the names of the don- 
or. I have only one doll that wasn’t 
so named, she was given me and the 
donor told me the doll’s name and 
asked that I not change it. She, too, 
fits her name, or should I say her 
name fits her? 

* Some dolls attract and some repel 
and some excite pity just as humans 
do. After all dolls are miniatures of 
people. 

A rag doll of mine was made by 
my grandmother when I was eleven 
months old.

When I find dolls that have lost 
their clothing through the years, or 
in the case where I start the doll 
from the head alone, I dress them as 
nearly authenticly as possible. Trac- 
ing their approximate age and then 
finding and copying the fashion for 
that period adds to the pleasure. 

Doll collectors who come after us 
will have an easier time. We are 
now finding out and recording as 
much as we can of the history of 
the old dolls. The new dolls are al- 
so going on record. But the newer 
collectors will have no more enjoy- 
ment than we have had and are still 
having. I continue to search and 
study and I always have room for 
one more doll.

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HANDS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


In the course of “these despatches,” (as a famous 
columnist might say) I have shown several Hand buttons, 
but this is the first time that any of them have been 
gathered together in a group. Hands are fairly plenti- 
ful on buttons, but they are almost always holding some- 
thing: flowers or daggers, for choice! The hands hold- 
ing flowers are gracefully feminine while those grasping 
the weapons are forcefully male. Sometimes the hands 
are mere accessories to what they hold, but on the follow- 
ing buttons, they achieve equality, at least. 

No. 1 is a Crest button: one-piece, convex, silver-on- 
copper (Sheffield Plate?) with raised design. The crest, 
“a hand erect issuing from the wreath and holding a 
dirk,” is credited to more than one hundred families, 
beginning with “Adlard” and ending with “Williamson.” 
The use of the word “dirk” would seem to indicate that 
many of them are Scottish. Reverse: “Firmin-London.” 

No. 2—Hands and gloves are proverbially close rela- 
tions; and there are a few buttons depicting gloves alone, 
—though whether or not they are the velvet kind which 
so often conceal the iron hand, I couldn’t say! This 
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Goofy pair, one of a varicolored set, is of Modern Plastic 
with self-shank, and appeared about 1937. (There is also 
a set of Mittens, in the usual divers colors.) 

The small button is a “Glove Button” in two senses, 
being one of the “tinies” (less than % inch in diameter) 
used to fasten a Victorian glove. It is brass, slightly 
convex, with charactertistic shank. Glove buttons make 
rather an interesting group in themselves. I know one 
collector who has mounted a varied selection around a 
dainty folding glove-fastener, of the same period as the 
buttons. She also has a collection of these fasteners 
which, like button-hooks, are a by-product of button 
collecting. . 

No. 3 is flat brass with raised design, shelf-shank. 
The spaces between the sticks of the fan are cut out, to 
show polished steel winking beneath. 

No. 4 displays a masculine hand holding a dagger— 
in a most awkard fashion, too! Brass with tin border 
and back. Circa 1900. 

No. 5 is an excellent example of the so-called “Hand 
of Queen Victoria,” in bronze-finished brass, with the 
hand and flowers attached to the shank. Three steel 
studs enhance the flowers. I do not know: how this title 
originated, but Queen Victoria is said to have had very 
beautiful hands, so probably some admiring subject was 
emboldened to pay her a compliment while coining an 
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attractive name for a button design. Some of the hands 
are bare, others gloved, like this one. 

No. 6 shows an inferior version of the same subject. 
The hand is poorly portrayed, and the flowers, which are 
of pearl, inlaid, look more like oranges than like roses! 
Flat brass with raised design, tin back. 

No. 7 is one of the few “hand alone” buttons. Of 
Modern Plastic, finished in gilt or silver, it was made in 
the early years of World War II, when the phrase 
“Thumbs Up!” and the “V for Victory” signs were sym- 
bols of courage in adversity. 

No. 8—Most of the ladies’ hands on buttons are simi- 
lar in position to numbers 5 and 6, but some show the 
palm of the hand instead. On this button of black glass, 
the design is incised in gilt and touched with color. Self- 
shank. Cirea 1870. 

No. 9—This Overall button borrows the conventional

I have never attempted to specialize in Hand buttons, 
nor taken the time to hunt for unusual specimens. But 1 
suspect that diligent search would unearth many odd and 
curious hands, especially among Crest buttons. A few 
are shown in BUTTON PARADE (pp. 86 and 90) and 
in HOBBIES (May, 1947). 

As I glanced through groups of Picture buttons, I 
noted how many feature hands, though in a subordinate 
capacity, as holders of fans, weapons, etc. Then there 
are the hand-and-arm designs, (like the “sword-arm of 
Miles Standish” on the Massachusetts militia buttons) 
which, with a little stretching, can qualify as “Hands.” 
But only such unattached hands and arms are proper can- 
didates for inclusion. It appears to be a case of “Hands 
Off!” before it can be Hands on’*—buttons!

Opal Hitchcock, Kansas City, Mo., 
and her button collection were re- 
cently featured in the Kansas City, 
Mo., Star. Mrs. Hitchcock has an 
outstanding collection which she has 
arranged in a special “button-room” 
in the second floor of her home, and 
she has developed a sort of filing 
system which enables her to locate 
any specimen without much effort. 

Mrs. Hitchcock recently was invit- 
ed to be a special guest at the Pacific 
Northwest Exhibition, a hobby pro- 
motion show: held at Vancouver, 
British Columbia. For this purpose 
she selected her 500 most outstand- 
ing specimens. 

Among her prized specimens is a 
campaign button used by Zachary 
Taylor in 1848. This came from. her 
grandmother, a cousin of Taylor’s. 
There is a button awarded by the 
Soviet Union to a mother of ten or 
more children. 

A small glass button was worn by 
President McKinley’s wife at fancy 
receptions fifty years ago. Buttons 
from Japanese and German officers’ 
uniforms were added to the collection 
by her nephews who served in the 
armed forces in’ World War II. 

A sort of continuous collectors’ 
show goes on at the Hitchcock home. 
Her husband, C.J. Hitchcock, collects 
post-cards, and the son, Charles 
Hitchcock, gathers stamps. The 
husband is a conductor for the Mil- 
waukee railroad, and the son works 
the Kansas City Power & Light

Mrs. O. F. Kattner of Big Lake, 
Texas, not long ago originated a 
pretty folder for button items. The 
decorations, on colored paper, are 
made by combining buttons and 
leaves which are placed on the paper, 
then the whole is sprayed with ivory 
“Kemtone”, (a water-mixed paint) 
in a small sprayer. The paint dries 
quickly, and removal of the buttons 
leaves the open-work design showing 
plainly on the paper. (She uses just 
a small size ordinary fly sprayer.)

Aside from the history, manufac- 
ture and materials of buttons, each 
far-reaching and valuable studies in 
themselves, the subject matter of 
buttons often reflects compactly de- 
finite times and calls up momentous 
days in the lives of men. 

Two examples from the unique 
collection of Buttons in the Cooper 
Union Museum for the Arts of De- 
coration are sufficient to bring this 
aspect of button collecting to our at- 
tention. 

1. The insignia of the Reign of 
Terror. It is a glass-covered button 
of sheet iron, edged in copper with 
stoddeu ornamentation, which was 
worn by French Revolutionaries as 
a badge of identification. The de- 
sign of the bird flying out of an 
opened cage signifies the emergence 
of Freedom. The motto is “Long 
Live Liberty”. How far the bird 
flew! 

2. The Balloon button. It is a 
glass-covered button popular in 
France in the 1790’s, reflecting pub- 
lic interest in the early balloon as- 
censions. It is fashioned from sheet 
iron and rimmed with copper, with 
a white balloon on a blue ground. 
The balloon is decorated with black 
and green fixtures and two white 
flags. The balloon also flew a rong 
way. For Americans it calls up the 
delightful circus days of summer 
gardens, such as thrived in New 
York in the 19th century — when 
balloon ascensions rivalled ballets on 
a slack wire, fireworks, Indian 
braves, Fanny Elssler, the American 
Museum and other whims of Mr. 
P. T. Barnum. 

Notes on two buttons, a mere sug- 
gestion, will be sufficient for the 
wise collector.

LIVERPOOL BUTTONS 


In 1944, a young American officer 
stationed near Paris succeeded in 
rounding up this collection of Liver- 
pool transfer buttons in an old fac- 
tory near Paris, which had been in 
the ceramics business for several 
generations. These buttons were ap- 
parently used for samples or display 
purposes, and-they showed every 
evidence of having lain unnoticed for 
many years. 

They are thought to date from the 
Empire period when clothing, both 
men’s and women’s were elaborately 
decorated with fine buttons. 

The design was transferred on the 
porcelain, then hand-painted. The 
porcelain was then placed in the 
brass or copper frame and rim, with 
a thin pasteboard layer placed be- 
tween. 

That the button designer had a 
flair for various types of heads of 


_—e_OeOOO 
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history is evidenced here. However, 
Miss Grogan says that the birds and 
flowers in her Liverpool transfer 
group show also that natural his- 
tory was greatly in favor by the de- 
signer of this type of button. 

There is no evidence to show that 
the buttons were actually made in 
France, although it might be assum- 
ed from the fact that they were 
found in the old ceramics factory 
near Paris, that they were made 
there. 

From: our knowledge of pottery 
and porcelain we know that Liver- 
pool, England, with its numerous 
potteries was the home of Liverpool 
transfer as we know it. This 
process was discovered by John Sad- 
ler, about 1750. 

The largest of the Liverpool pot- 
teries was the Herculaneum, which 
was established by Richard Abbey, 
in 1790. He had been an assistant 
of John Sadler. Here was made stone- 
ware, red and black unglazed ware, 
cream ware, painted and blue-print- 
ed. In porcelain dishes you can 
identify the pieces readily because 
they bear the word “Herculaneum” 
arranged in a circle over a crown. 
The factory flourished, but was dis- 
mantled in 1841. We have no record 
that buttons were ever made here, 
but they did make vases and small 
busts of celebrities, using the medi- 
um of Stoneware, white earthenware 
and basalt. 

Best known, perhaps of the Liv- 
erpool wares were the jugs made in 
the 18th century in many sizes ant 
shapes and decorated with transfer 
designs in black and white. Popular 
decorations were transfer designs in 
black and white of prominent per- 
sons, or of a ship, and frequently 
both. The manufacturers catered to 
the American trade by printing 
American subjects also, but these 
were made mostly in the later reriod 
of manufacture. 

Delft type dishes decorated in the 
Chinese tradition comprised _ the 
principle output. Besides the Her- 
culaneum factory, there were three 
other important establishments en- 
gaged in making pottery in the city 
— those of Alderman Shaw, Seth 
Pennington and Zachariah Barnes. 
Potteries at Staffordshire and other 
cities sent pottery to Liverpool for 
printing, and perhaps that is what 
the factory did in Paris — sent its 
buttons to Liverpool for an extra 
special job.

magical quality, that inner lustre of 
liquid light, which for the artist is 
its chiefest beauty, and replaces that 
beauty by a mechanical sheen of- 
fensive to every cultivated eye. 
Moreover, the machine-made perfec- 
tion of the cut stone has, as it ‘were, 
reacted on the mounting, and is, per- 
haps, one cause among many of the 
mechanical hardness and lack of ar- 
tistry so visible in modern work. The 
student who is seeking to avoid these 
defects must begin at the beginning, 
learn thoroughly the rudiments of 
his craft, and build up his system of 
design by slow degrees out of the re- 
sults of his daily experience. He 
must learn to rely at first on the 
excellence of handiwork as_ the 
foundation of his claim to be con- 
sidered an artist. The one guiding 
principle of all true craftsmanship is 
this; the forms used in design should 
express naturally and simply the 
properties of the particular material 
employed.” 


The jewellery part of the book 
contains chapters on rings, settings, 
necklaces, pendants, brooches, hair 
ornaments and combs, bracelets, 
lockets, and enamel work to mention 
some of the more popular. 

We do not see how any one could 
read this book, particularly, the col- 
lector, without adding to the general 
knowledge and enjoyment of his or 
her hobby, whether or not it is pur- 
sued as a craft.

Lighting Exhibit 

An exhibit entitled DIM LIGHTS 
OF YESTERYEAR was _ recently 
placed on display at the Rochester, 
N. Y., Museum of Arts and Sciences. 

The story of early lighting is visu- 
ally demonstrated by objects which 
have been authentically arranged in 
the Museum’s Hall of Culture His- 
tory. Candles were one of the earliest 
types of lights used in America and 
were made of tallow, bayberries, sper- 
maceti and beeswax by moulding, dip- 
ping or hand rolling. The spermaceti 
candles were made from the fat in 
the head of the sperm whale and gave 
twice as much light as tallow candles. 
Bayberry candles were popular parti- 
cularly with the ladies for a delicate 
fragrance was emitted while burning. 

Especially attractive in the museum 
collection are a pair of 18th Century 
Dresden china candlesticks. These 
were given: to the Museum by Mrs. 
Ethel Mae Johnson. They were given 
to Mrs. Johnson’s grandmother, Mrs. 
Henry Lewis of New Haven, Connecti- 
cut, as a wedding gift before the 
Civil War. 

Another exhibit of the museum 
reveals the evolution of the lantern 
from the Paul Revere type to the 
whale oil and early kerosene models. 
Such little hand lamps as the wine 
glass, petticoat and wick tube are in 
the lighting collection as also the 
Betty, Marine, Chamber and Bull’s 
Eye lamps. 

Lamps were developed to give more 
light than candles. Fish oil, grease, 
tallow, whey butter, lard oil, whale oil, 
naptha and camphene was burned in 
lamps which are illustrated by a selec- 
tion of the Museum’s collection of 
whale oil lamps dating from 1500 to 
1800 and camphene lamps dating from 
1840 to 1860 in a variation of patterns 
and designs. No chimneys or shades 
were needed for these lamps, but their 
light was dim in comparison with later 
kerosene lamps which are exhibited 
dating from 1863 to the 1900’s.

“‘*What, then, are the recent 
can developments?’ 

“There are more private engage- 
ments than ever I previously recollect 
among the best people. . I played a 
few months back before our. President. 
Sat down and pulled out “Hot Time in 
the Old Town Tonight.’’ Now, that is 
Roosevelt’s own pet tune. He chuckled, 
and the rest cheered, and we were all 
on good terms in five minutes. A 
London experience was on the same 
lines. I went with Essex, Morley, and 
young Charlie Rogers to play at the 
Carlton Hotel at the big ‘send-off’ 
banquet to Sir Thomas Lipton, given 
by Mr. Georgé Wilson and some promi- 
nent Americans in London. We sat 
down and gave them ‘Whistling Rufus,” 
when some one immediately safa, “Ah, 
that sounds like home.” Then our host 
asked for ‘Mr. Dooley,” and we reeled 
that off. . . The footmen produced bones 
and tamborines, which were handed 
round to the company assembled, 
irrespective of sex. Away we went, 
tune on tune, and they keeping the time 
and adding immensely to the effect, as 
well. The guests loved it; so did we. It 
lasted until two in the morning, and 
they had us half a dozen times more this 
season. 

“*What is this I’ve heard about the 
banjo being introduced at dances?’ 

““*At all our smart dances now they 
have the band to play waltzes, and they 
have three or four banjos playing with 
a piano to do the polkas and two-steps, 
which are the rage. It is thought that 
the banjos give the marked rhythm bet- 
ter, and it is quite usual at the end of 
a good dance for the guests to loudly 
applaud the banjos. . . The American 
market is quite as good as it ever was 
for published music. Half the women 
and a quarter of the men in all grades 
of society can play the banjo. It’s the 
concert work over there that flags.

Certainly, 
no one coming on like Charlie Rogers. 
Is not that boy a marvel? He was a 
promising lad three years ago when I 
was over. Then he seems to have adopt- 
ed me as his model, and I give you my 
word he is almost up to me. We've had 
many grand times over here. Mind you, 
I say I am coming again next year. . . 
Meanwhile, you’ll have to mail me fifty 
copies at least of each issue (of B. M. 
G.) for my friends in the States.’ ” 


The editor’s interview concluded: 
“So, with cordial friendship, let me 
take leave of a prince of good fellows 
and a master of his art.” and [et 
me say that I suspect Mr Ossman 
was misquoted in that statement 
about half the American women and 
a fourth of American men being able 
to play the banjo. There never has 
been a time when so large a per- 
centage of the American people 
people play any instrument. The 
first woman I know of to have made 
a banjo record was Shirley Spauld- 
ing, who played a few numbers for 
Edison in the early 1920’s.

Sculptured In Glass 


By BESSIE M. LINDSEY 


Historical association adds 
distinction to glassware 


Glassware collectors regard with 
envious eyes, historical items pre- 
senting a sculptured likeness of some 
celebrated person; and the portrait 
bust, or statuette, ranks first in the 
field. Statuettes, cast in glass, 
reached the peak of production and 
popularity about seventy years ago, 
during the 1870’s. This was the hey- 
day of a satin, or frosted finish on 
many forms of glassware and it is a 
noticeable fact that few statuettes 
are found without this  satinized 
finish. The field is not extensive, so 
a collector who revels in quantity, 
or who has an impatient tempera- 
ment, should turn to something else. 

Modelling was the first step in the 
production of a glassware portrait 
bust, and a matter of prime impor- 
tance. Wax, or plaster-of-paris, was 
the medium used. Casts of the item 
were then made ana iron molds pre- 
pared. Finishing touches of detail 
work on these metal molds must be 
made by hand, so the entire process 
was a task for an expert, or experts. 
The most important thing about any 
sculptured work is the person who 
does it.

The sculptor must first have a de- 
finite mental image of the subject, 
and a wealth of knowledge plus ex- 
perience, in order to carry out his 
purpose. People do not smile or 
frown ‘with eyes and lips alone. Ex- 
pression of any kind results from a 
responsive movement of ail the 
features. The sculptured features 
may be excellent, the likeness satis- 
factory, but the _ successful por- 
traiture must offer. something more: 
the element of personality, and char- 
acter. But how? 

The hair is a matter of some im- 
portance. In general effect, blond 
hair is fluffy and light. Dark hair 
is inclined to offer heavier masses; 
the separation of masses produces 
stronger shadows, so there is oppor- 
tunity to suggest one element of per- 
sonality through modelling of the 
hair. At least this is true of older 
subjects. Late trends towards close- 
clipped locks and smooth hair dres- 
sing is a factor tending to produce 
a more impersonal and commonplace 
effect. A grouping of statuettes 
bears out this observation. Figures 
of Shakespeare, Napoleon III, Co- 
lumbus, Franklin, Washington, Lin- 
coln, Sumner, John Bull, and Britan- 
nia are more subtle in suggestion of 
personality than are Garfield, B. 
Harrison, McKinley, Owens, Dewey, 
Hobson, Schley and others of a later 
period. 

There are other technicalities. 
How can the portrait sculptor indi- 
cate size, weight, stature, age, etc. 
in the head alone? Such characteris- 
tics are basic, and ~evealed in all 
parts of the body » n head to toe. 
But it must be done. The general 
form does much to indicate the bulk 
of the subject, so a knowledge of 
anatomy is all-important. Contour of 
the shoulders and neck, plus relative 
size and form. of the head disclose 
much information. Treatment ofthe 
base may give supporting evidence. 
A tall, slender base suggests the 
same qualities in the subject. One 
that is wide and broad is more fit- 
ting for short, stocky type of person. 
Details of garments, when used, af- 
ford some degree of assistance in 
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creating wanted effects. Disting- 
uishing features of the individual are 
added to correct structural forms, 
and should then produce a convincing 
likeness of the subject under con- 
sideration. 

Gillinder & Sons produced statu- 
ettes for sale at the Centennial Ex- 
position held in Philadelphia, in 1876. 
Most notable of these which I have 
encountered is a set of companion 
items, four in number, representing 
President George Washington, Presi- 
dent Abraham Lincoln, President 
U. S. Grant, and the amazing Benja- 
min Franklin. They were produced 
in crystal glass and also in opaque 
white (milk-glass), all having satin- 
ized surfaces. Statuettes in satinized 
opaque white are often mistaken for 
marble; in fact, they usually are. 
Close inspection will reveal a differ- 
ence. Where parts are thin, as the 
tip of the nose, some transparency is 
evident, when held against a strong 
light. Perhaps the weight of the 
items mentioned contributes to con- 
fusion. Each item ‘weighs about 
three-fourths pounds; a_ surprising 
weight for glassware. Some, but not 
all of these, carry an inscription on 
the back of the base: “Centennial 
Exhibition”, “Gillinder & Sons.” 

They are about six inches tall al-

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KNIFE RESTS 


A Unique Collection 
(See Cover) 


Ruth H. Fenstermacher, Pennsyl- 
vania, whose unique collection of 
knife rests is shown on the cover of 
this issue, has done some pioneering 
in this little known field. Says she: 

“Having acquired one knife rest, I 
wanted, another and from there on 
my interest and collection grew. 

“After consulting one of the lead- 
ing glass authorities, I found there 
is little known of their origin, ex- 
cept that some patterns prove ap- 
parently, they were used early. Their 
popularity lasted up to and includ- 
ing the cut glass period. 

“Included in my collection are: 
frosted Baby Face, Amber, Blue and 
Vaseline colored glass, Staffordshire 
and Sevres china, pressed glass; sil- 
ver and cut glass. 

“The size varies, too, from the 
large type, upon which rested the 
carving knife, to the small individu- 
al ones. Some are in pairs but the 
majority are single. 

“In all their beauty they are 
bright reminders of yesteryear — 
gala times — Thanksgiving, Christ- 
mas and family reunions, when their 
place on the dinner table ‘was as im- 
portant as any other piece of table 
setting. Many ‘sparkling’ after din- 
ner stories are, undoubtedly resting 
in their background.

though there is some variance in 
height. Bases are similar but not 
identical. They approximate three 
by two and one-half inches in size. 
All are plainly the work of an ex- 
pert craftsman. None are readily 
found. Washington and Lincoln of- 
fer the least odds. Franklin ranks 
third, in my experience, while Grant 
has so far eluded all my sleuthing 
efforts for possession. 


Another Gillinder product distri- 
buted at the Centennial, was a 
statuette of Wm. Shakespeare. It is 
a smaller bust weighing slightly less 
than one pound. The base is round, 
two inches in diameter. Height is 
five inches. It too, carries the mak- 
ers name on the reverse: “Gillinder 
& Sons” “Centennial Exhibition.” 
One word is placed on the base: 
“Shakspeare.” This is a recognized 
spelling although not the customary 
one. 


‘Charles Sumner was not so out- 
standing a figure as the Bard-of- 
Avon, or as a president of the Unit- 
ed States, but research discloses a 
reason for his prominence. Sumner 
was an American statesman, born in 
1811, elected to Congress from the 
State of Massachusetts. He staunch- 
ly supported the abolition of slavery. 
In 1852, he delivered a speech in the 
Senate most provocative to the 
South. Two days later, Preston S. 
Brooks, Congressman from South 
Carolina, attacked Sumner in the 
Senate chamber and struck him till 
he fell unconscious to the floor. 
Sumner spent the next three years 
in a struggle to regain his health. 
During this time he was returned to 
office and his vacant chair in the 
Senate was regarded as a silent but 
eloquent pleader for the resistance 
to slavery. During the war between 
the states, he was an advocate of 
emancipation, and the — credit or 
blame — for imposing equal suf- 
frage rights for negroes upon the 
Southern States as a condition for 
reconstruction, belongs to him. At 
times, Sumner was highly popular; 
at other times he drew bitter re- 
sentment. He died in 1874. Because 
of his record, it seems probable the 
Sumner statuette was on sale in 
1876. It does not bear the Gillinder 
stamp but is inscribed _ simply: 
“Copyright secured.” It stands five 
and one-half inches high and the 
base measures two inches in diame- 
ter. Its weight is one and one-fourth 
pounds. Distributed in crystal and 
also in opaque white glass. 


A statuette of more than ordi- 
nary importance, is that of Napoleon 
III (1808-1873) who was a nephew 
of Napoleon Bonaparte. During his 
lifetime his influence sometimes 
reached this country. When Prof. 
S. F. B. Morse was struggling for 
recognition of his telegraphic inven- 
tion, he was denied recognition here. 
He applied for patents in England, 
France, and Russia. England and 
Russia refused. France granted the 
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patent but it was appropriated by 
the government without compensa- 
tion to him. In later years, when he 
had won success, his system was 
adopted throughout Europe; and 
finally, through the influence of 
Napoleon III he was presented, as 
an international gift, in honor of his 
work, the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars. 

While this nation was absorbed 
in the war between the States, Na- 
poleon took advantage of our situa- 
tion and attempted to establish a 
foothold in America. This was a vi- 
olation of the Monroe Doctrine. 
Through help of the French Army, 
Maximilian ‘was established as Em- 
peror of Mexico, in 1864. Financiai- 
ly and politically he was wholly de- 
pendent upon Napofeon. The U. S. 
Government protested this action but 
was unable (because engaged in 
war) to enforce the Monroe Doc- 
trine. When peace was established in 
the Union, the American people de- 
manded of Napoleon the recall of 
French troops. Deprived of foreign 
aid, Maximilian was defeated and 
shot, in 1867. Three years later, 
by the Franco-Prussian (or Franco- 
German) War, Napoleon was depos- 
ed and the dream of French domina- 
tion on this continent was ended. 

In 1870 he retired, with his wife, 
the Empress Eugenie, and his son, 
to Chislehurst, in England. Here he 
died, in 1873. 

The Napoleon statuette is identi- 
fied as a memorial piece through the 
inscriptions: “Napoleon III” “Chisle- 
hurst 1873”. It was produced in 
France, as shown by the inscription: 
“ST. LOUIS DE POSE”. It is a bust 
of remarkable artistry. Its height is 
seven and three-fourths inches. The 
base is three and one-fourth inches 
square, and is unfrosted excepting 
background for the inscriptions. The 
figure is all frosted and the finish 
is usually soft and smooth. The 
weight is remarkable too, being four 
and one-fourth pounds.

Thought you might bring this to the 
attention of your readers that insur- 
ance alone on most packages is ten 
cents and that any distant points 
costs 30 to 50 cents for a small pack- 
age for the postage. Many people 
send 20 to 25 cents from distant 
points.—N. T. Loring.

Any person who 
sponsors the manufacture of furni- 
ture of this type should be commend- 
ed, not condemned. I wish to regis- 
ter again a protest about such biased 
and misleading statements in your 
magazine which usually carries such 
fine articles. 

In closing, I feel it only fair to 
commend you on your excellent plan 
for marking all reproductions, both 
as a means of preventing misrepre- 
sentation and as an aid to the gen- 
erations to come in determining the 
age of their antiques. — William 
Draper.

A New Scheme To 
Pick Up Antiques 


Missouri—Thanks for the sample 
copy of HOBBIES for July which I 
just received. Just as soon as I think 
I can afford it, will subscribe regu- 
larly. I needed this copy to write to 
several advertisers for prices of 
goods and will mention your maga- 
zine. 

Inasmuch as your magazine is 
published for the good of all antique 
dealers, I assume you will go to bat 
for them anytime and want to report 
something that is hurting the an- 
tique business. Just recently a crew 
of book agents were working in this 
town and vicinity getting subscrip- 
tions for a farm paper calling at 
every farmhouse in the county and 
where the farmer did not have the 
cash for the subscription, the man 
asked them for old dishes or antiques 
of any kind in payment. It this goes 
on eventually they will have every- 
thing gathered up so that legitimate 
dealers can no longer buy goods 
cheap direct from the home and it 
will put them out of business. I 
wrote to the publishers, but got no- 
where. They answered saying it was 
all right in so many words, that drug 
stores are regular department stores 
nowadays, etc. In Iowa they have a 
law that a book agent must have a 
license to solicit homes to either buy 
or sell and the same is true in the 
city of St. Louis by special ordinance. 


- I wish there was a state law cover- 


ing this to keep these book agents 
out of the antique business as a side 
line. They could be issued a license 
for the book business only and told 
to stay out of everything else. Would 
you be willing to write an editorial 
in your magazine covering this? In- 
asmuch as the publishers depend on 
the good will of the public to get 
subscriptions, you would think they 
would not want to antagonize the an- 
tique dealers this way and try to de- 
stroy their business. The crew man- 
ager when he first comes to a small 
town like this, goes to the American 
Legion Post or other such organiza- 
tion and tells them if they will en- 
dorse their work they will give them.

I question whether the un- 
fortunate children in this state have 
to depend on a bunch of book agents 
for crutches, etc., because if they do 
they are in a bad shape. 

I would appreciate anything you 
can do to stop this unfair practice. 
The weekly even tried to disclaim 
responsibility by saying these men 
were not employees of theirs and 
therefore they had no control over 
them because they were working on 
a contract. What difference does it 
make if they work by the hour, day, 
week, commission on contract or 
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anything else, they are still working 
for the publication, and anything 
‘wrong these solicitors do will reflect 
on the publishers. — W. M. Torrey, 
Box 503, Mark Twain Antique Shop.

News From Washington 


New Volunteer Firemen Stamp 
Described By PMG Donaldson 


Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson recently announced the de- 
scription of the new 8c “Volunteer 
Firemen” Postage Stamp which will 
be placed on sale for the first time 
at Dover, Delaware, on Oct. 4, 1948 


The stamp is 0.84”x1.44” in dimen- 
sions, arranged horizontally. The 
central design is a portrait of Peter 
Stuyvesant with the name and word- 
ing “Organizer of the first Volun- 
teer Firemen in America” in three 
lines of dark Gothic just below. To 
the left and right of the portrait is 
an early and modern fire engine, re- 
spectively. Above the earlier engine 
is the denomination “3c” and above 
the modern engine are the words 
“United States Postage’ each in 
dark Gothic. A single line bears the 
words “300th Anniversary Volunteer 
Firemen” in the same style type. The 
dates 1648 and 1948 are grouped just 
below this line in ‘white Gothic. At 
the bottom of the stamp in the same 
style type and on a dark panel ap- 
pear the words “Unselfish Public 
Service. Courage. Duty.” 


The stamp, the Post Office said, 
will be red in color and an initial 
printing of fifty million have been 
ordered. 

Collectors will be permitted to 


send as many as 10 covers to the 
Postmaster at Dover, Del. 


The total covers cancelled on the 
first day of the 3-cent Oregon Ter- 
ritory stamp on August 14 amounted 
to 865,898. The total number of 
stamps sold was 826,750, valued at 
$23,802.50.

The total covers cancelled on the 
first day sale of the 3-cent Harlan 
Fiske Stone stamp on August 25 
amounted to 362,170.

The first-day sale of the Francis 
Scott Key at Frederick, Md., on 
August 9 totalled 1,010,500 stamps, 
valued at $30,315.00. 505,930 covers 
were serviced.

On the first-day sale of the 3c 
Salute to Youth Commemorative 
Stamp at Washington, D. C., on 
August 11, a total of 548,293 valued 
at $16, 448. 79, was sold, and 347,070 
covers were serviced. 

The Philatelic Agency sales at the 
Post Office Department, Washing- 
ton, D. C., for the Fiscal Year 1948 
amounted to $2,490,705.15 as com- 
pared with $3,331,291.42 for the pre- 
vious Fiscal Year, a decrease of 
$840,586.27. During the Fiscal Year 
1948, 124,208 orders were handled as 
compared with 161,251 orders during 
1947. 

The Post Office Department has 
authorized the use of special cancel- 
ing machine dies bearing the slogan, 
“Remember — Only You Can Pre- 
vent Forest Fires”. The dies include 
a design depicting a charred tree 
stump and will be in use at the fol-

IT SEEMS TO ME

Prices of Sub-Varieties 

Have you ever considered the pric- 
es or some items do not match with 
the difficulty of getting them. 


A letter:—“Hungary (Scott 212, 


Type A60) is very common in mix- 
tures. Hungary (Scott 256, Type 
A 60—with hyphen and K not Kc) 
is as elusive as any sub-variety I 
know of. But the No. 212 lists at 
five cents, mint— and the No. 256 
lists at ten cents, mint. Actually the 
proportion of the No. 256 to the No. 
212 is about one in fifteen hundred, 
surely more than one in a thousand. 
Why? They may be common in 
Czech mixtures at home—but the 
item is not common here. The price 
would indicate that there might be 
one in a dozen. Try to find it that 
common. 

Which is a quiet commentary on 
prices of sub-varieties. 


Norway-English Translation 


The Norway-English translation, 
is making friends rapidly. No state- 
ment as to the edition-—-or if it will 
be reprinted—but if you collect Nor- 
way, the wise thing to do is try to 
get a copy now. Might cost $1.50 or 
more plus postage, but definitely 
helpful and surely accurate. And it 
has things the English language 
catalogue does not have. 

Comments on the position plates 
of the “post horn” watermark are 
interesting. Few realize that there 
could be eight positions of the water- 
mark. Of course — it being irregu- 


lar — there could be four — but 
few thought of the paper being put 
in the press “upside down — or re- 


versed” and that gets four more. Try 
it. 


Black Topicals 


That topical of “Black Stamps” 
has brought up a query. “Andrew 
Jackson did not serve out his term 
as President. Was the Black Jack a 
“mourning stamp — or just a black 
stamp — after the deceased?” 

Don’t seem to find mention of it 
as a “mourning” stamp at issue 
time — but it may have been — and 
all those questioned say the “black 
Lincoln” was our first mourning 
issue. 

Might be easily wrong — and 
might be too, correct. But the books 
sort of skip it as a direct “mourn- 
ing. 

Might better say “mourning at 
time of issue” which was not too 
close to the decease. 

But the “Black stamp” idea is 
pretty flexible and a page of such 
items is very unusually attractive. 
Might lead to other doings by topical 
collectors of stamps of their own per- 
sonal color. And that would lead to 
some argument — especially if they 
selected purple. That is a laugh. 

Perhaps the contrasting colors in 
a topical are a major satisfaction 
and amusement to the owner. Some 
are very unusual and delicately 
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placed for color effect. Good color 
does not always come in an issue 
mounted in value order.

British Issue 


It is a little off-side to criticize the 
British G. P. O. for the pound value 
of the Royal Wedding stamp. There 
have been Pounds printed for un-need- 
ing and un-using colonies before. 

A nice example is the Pound George 
V for Falklands. : 

No one had to buy those, or this. 
If they like top items and can afford 
that is another matter, and the items 
have appreciated in value. But the 
10 shilling as top is just as much up 
in price-proportionately. 

It seems sense to buy according to 
your ability, not to struggle to possess 
merely “to keep up with the Jones’s.” 
The trade have recognized this for a 
long time and they have consistently 
sold sets without “tops.” 

No matter about the issued stamps, 
if you can afford them they will in- 
crease in values. And of course the 
pound and ten shilling items will in- 
crease more, and faster. More cost 
is involved, you tie up more money, 
and deserve more “interest.”

dental or surgical work. They are 
long enough for a large hand, five and 
a half inches or more. They are made 
heavy to allow sterilization, so retain 
their spring. But, the real trouble is 
the points. Such narrow and sharp 
points are easy to use but likely to 
damage mint items. If one has the 
means and skill they can be altered 
some, but are still not as good as a 
rounded or spade point with wider 
bearing areas. If you can’t get the 
imported tongs, get a skilled repair 
man to alter the delicate points into 
suitable shape. 

Then learn that an engraved stamp 
can be scratched on the ink very 
easily, and use the tongs carefully. 
One man says he uses a tongs made 
from a fly-rod bamboo tip-split to the 
silk winding band and opened and 
handled (made wider at the handle) 
by more of the same tip material. 
Sounds possible. 

Wooden tongs have been used be- 
fore, but these would be pretty light 
and flexible.

Railroad Fair Cachet 


It was on October 25 a full century 
ago that the “Pioneer” made its first 
trip westward out of the Windy City. 
This year the same locomotive is one 
of the stars in the Chicago Railroad 
Fair, huge rail exposition on the city’s 
lake front. The North Western was 
the first railroad to operate in Chi- 
cago and the beginning of this rail- 
road system was also the beginning of 
Chicago’s development as the greatest 
transportation center on earth. 

The cacheted cover will be a collec- 
tor’s item and sought after by stamp 
collectors and railroad fans alike. It 
was conceived by Chicago collectors, 
and will be sponsored by the Chicago 
Philatelic Society which will be in 
charge of servicing and mailing of the 
covers on October 25 from an R. P. O 
mail car and cancelled on the route 
of the original line of the railroad 
which ran only ten miles West from 
Chicago in 1848. 

The anniversary mailing date coin- 
cides with the closing of the Chicago 
Philatelic Society’s Annual Stamp Ex- 
hibition at the Hotel Sherman and 
covers may be ordered at the Exhibi- 
tion or in advance by mail from the 
Society. A charge of 10 cents is made 
by the Society for postage, addressing 
and mailing the covers. ‘Collectors 
desiring these historical covers should 
send their names and addresses with 
10 cents for each cover desired to the 
Chicago Philatelic Society, Room 404, 
10 North Clark Street, Chicago 2, 
Illinois. Handling will be only through 
the Society headquarters and remit- 
tances or requests should not be made 
to the railroad. i 

The R. P. O. cancel is particularly 
significant because the first regular 
Railway Mail System in the United 
States was established on this very 
same route by the C. & N. W. Railway 
in 1864.

Fractional currency of Civil War 
days was an idea borrowed from and 
inspired by the encased stamp emer- 
gency or necessity money. Coins were 
hoarded, and in many instances, to 
relieve the stringency for small coins, 
metal tokens were issued by business 
concerns. The metal was of prac- 
tically no value, the tokens not legal 
tender, and uncirculatable except in 
the vicinity of issue, a sort of any 
port in a storm but no guaranty of 
a safe harbor. A gentleman more 
horse-sensed than collegiate conceived 
and executed the scheme of encasing 
postage stamps to be used in lieu of 
tokens. This stamp money filled the 
bill, as stamps were always worth face 
value for postal purposes, and as pas- 
sable in New York as California. 
While not redeemable in cash they 
were backed postal-wise by the gov- 
ernment. But there was no money 
in it for the government as eventually 
the stamps would have to be redeemed, 
not in cash, but for services rendered 
in the way of postal usage. The gov- 
ernment needed money badly to carry 
on the war so they went into the 
stamp-money business by issuing frac- 
tional currency, the idea having been 
born of the encased stamp scheme. 
Encased postage stamp money is now 
being used by many of the suffering 
countries in the old world.

Portraits on most coins are shown 
side-views, due probably because with 
such a limited amount of raised space 
the designer can do more justice to 
his subject with a side-view than full- 
face. A Brazilian designer was more 
ambitious and daring; a new Brazil 
coin, 2000 reis, aluminum and bronze, 
shows the head of Floriano Piexoto 
in full face, or front view, and it is 
an excellent job. You should secure 
one for your oddity set.

One cannot too often, nor too 
strongly, caution collectors about care- 
fulness in sending coins through the 
mails. An envelope goes through 
many hands from the time it is drop- 
ped into a street mail-box until it is 
delivered at the recipient’s door, and 
unless coins are snugly (not loosely) 
placed in a strong envelope, they are 
very apt to wear a hole and make 
their get-away. It is best to register 
and insure them. With so many coins 
being sent through the mails, it would 


not be a bad idea if the Postal De- 
partment prescribed certain safe rules 
to be observed in their transmission. 
In British India, so it is said, it is an 
offence to transmit money through 
the mails.

metals provoked their different val- 
ues according to supply. Gold, of 
course, was soon recognized as the 
most precious used in exchange.

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sought in Canada. He had escaped 
the dragnet of officials seeking him 
all along the line.

note, ‘that when uncertain of his 
identity, they could always try the

from someone in a like position. 
They had evidently been handled by 
wet hands, and thrown into a re- 
ceptacle wherein added coins with 
attached moisture created the red- 
dish sort of appearance. Such a 
condition could only occur commerci- 
ally in either a soft drink place or 
at an ice cream stand. Because of 
the small denomination of the coins, 
it was decided that the ice cream 
stands in the city would first be can- 
vassed. They immediately adopted an 
intensive survey of all candy and ice 
cream stores. The search soon re- 
vealed the identification of the vic- 
tim. Coins also played their im- 
portant part in that chapter. 

The following may sound odd and 
preposterous, but as it has to do with 
coins, we record same. A watchman 
was successful in coming on a scene 
wherein a lone burglar had prepared 
to break open the safe of a mercan- 
tile establishment. Hearing the 
watchman’s unexpected approach, 
the burglar fled. His coat, cap, and 
tools were left behind. In the coat 
pocket were a few good luck tokens. 
The coat, cap, and tools revealed no 
information. A close study of the 
coins by an expert, proved that they 
were nicked ‘and scratched excessive- 
ly.. A little research disclosed that 
such a condition was brought about 
by an evident habit of the owner to 
rattle the coins between his two 
hands. A close-up of local police an- 
nals soon showed tnat there were a 
few men on the books who possessed 
such a habit. Elimination narrowed 
the situation down to one man and 
his capture. His confession. proved 
the case. Coins played another very 
interesting portrayal in that drama. 
They are but a few roots uprooted 
along the route of all good and evil.

iety has issued a silver and a bronze 
medal commemorating the 100th an- 
niversity of the settlement of New 
Zealand in 1840. One side of the 
medal shows a native Maori Canoe 
and the other side a modern ocean 
liner. The N. Z. N. S. is one of the 
world’s most famous coin clubs and 
it is not surprising it should issue 
such a meritous medal.

Will troubles never cease. We had 
no sooner gotten rid of explanations 
about the dateless (?) 1917-1923 
quarters, than dateless (?) Buffalo 
nickels bobbed up to require explana- 
tion. The designers of these two 
coins evidently considered the dates 
on coins as of no importance, for they 
failed to protect the longevity of the 
dates by placing them high on the 
coins instead of below the flange. A 
short time in circulation, and presto- 
chango, the dates are frictioned off, 
and the non-numismatists finding 
them believe they have found a “find.” 
There are probably more Buffalo 
nickels in circulation without dates, 
than with. Dates on coins are of the 
greatest importance and it is hoped 
it will never happen again; that the 
designers and diers will give due at- 
tention to keeping dates.

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WAR LIBRARY 


A remarkably comprehensive and 
finely selected private war library is 
possessed by Richard Webb, North 
Hobart, Tasmania. It has been an 
ambition of his to possess such a 
library since World War I, and no 
effort has been spared in the en- 
deavour to keep it up-to-date. Mr. 
Webb served with distinction in 
World War I, and was attached to 
the 12th and 26th Battalions. He 
was severely wounded several times, 
but now enjoys good health. It is 
over 20 years since he began collect- 
ing war books as a hobby, and he 
claims to have the largest private 
war library in the world. 

He has purchased books from 
London, Edinburgh, New York, and 
all the Australian capital cities, and 
the search still goes on. 

Every holiday finds him in the 
book stores — big and small — and 
many friends have contributed to 
his collection out of pure interest for 
him. 

On two occasions he has been chal- 
lenged when his books were men- 
tioned in the press. One came from 
Mr. Schultz, of New York, U. S. A., 
who had 250 books; and another 
from Mr. W. Bird, of Amherst, Nova 
Scotia, who had 300 books. Each 
challenger was convinced that he had 
the largest library of war litera- 
ture. These challenges have led to 
friendships and an exchange of 
books. Mr. Webb has 1,200 books 
dealing with the Boer War and 
World War I, and 250 books on the 
recent war. He is greatly interested

When Hazel McNamara, after 
teaching for many years, became a 
Mid-Western farmer’s wife, she missed 
her former close contact with books.

She chose, first, one 
which offered new books of the world’s 
best authors.

We have been’especially pleased to 
hear from two of our subscribers 
about their books with fore-edze 
paintings.

Dr. Charles Olsen, of Chicago, IIl.,, 
tells of his two books which he keeps 
in his office where anyone may see 
them. One is the Lays of the Scottish 
Cavaliers by William Edmondstoune 
Aytoun, and has a beautiful nature 
scene as the fore-edge painting. His 
other is a custom job arranged by the 
Abraham Lincoln Book Shop of Chi- 
cago who found an old painter who 
really did a magnificent work of scenes 
of the early life of Lincoln. As far 
as we know, this is the only fore-edge 
painting of Lincoln. The book was 
especially bound by Donnelly and has 
a miniature on the front cover and an 
inlaid letter of Lincoln under glass 
just underneath the front cover.

Word from Tuskahoma, Oklahoma, 
states that Chief William A. Dur- 
ant, 82, died at the Choctaw coun- 
cil house in that city on August 1. 
The deceased was principal chief of 
the Choctaw Nation. He was born 
at Bennington, I. T. (now Okla- 
homa) in 1866; he took quite an in- 
terest in affairs of the Choctaw na- 
tion, and later in Oklahoma politics 
after statehood was organized. 

The San Antonio (Texas) Express 
Magazine date of August 1, carried 
an interesting story entitled “Mis- 
sion for Life,” by Floyd Aten, de- 
scribing the work of Father Albert 
Braun, missionary to the Mescalero 
Apache Indians in New Mexico since 
1916, and the one-man project of 
rearing a church edifice — the St. 
Joseph’s mission — on the Apache 
reservation, practically single-hand- 
ed. Father Braun served as chaplain 
in both World Wars I and II, and 
today is on a tour of military duty 
in Europe. He financed most of the 
erection of the mission building from 
his officer’s pay in the armed service. 
Today the mission edifice lacks only 
the securing and jnstalling of the 
stained glass windows to bring his 
work to completion. He hopes to 
soon resume his work among his be- 
loved Apaches.

Explorations In 
Canadian Arctic 


Plans for study of ancient Eskimo 
ruins in the northern part of the 
Canadian Arctic Archipelago, quite 
likely the route followed by this 
most mysterious of races in its long 
migration across frozen wastes from 
Hudson Bay to Greenland, are under 
way by Dr. Henry B. Collins, Jr., 
Smithsonian Institution archaeolo- 
gist in a cooperative project of the 
Smithsonian and the National Muse- 
um of Canada. 

This region, lying mostly above the 
75th parallel, at present is an ar- 
cheological unknown. It consists of 
a number of large islands—the Par- 
ry and Sverdrup groups—which now 
are completely uninhabited. Yet for 
more than a century explorers, nota- 
bly the succession of search parties 
sent out to look for Sir John Frank- 
lin, have reported numerous old vil- 
lage sites with ruins of crude stone 
houses with rafters of whalebone. 
Some of these old sites apparently 
are quite extensive. Several of them 
are reported on Cornwallis Island, 
where a large Canadian - United 
States meteorological station has 
just been established. Here Collins 








and his assistant, Colin Thacker of 
the National Museum of Canada, will 
make their headquarters. 

The stone-whalebone type of house, 
Dr. Collins says, is characteristic of 
the Thule culture, the way of life 
of the prehistoric Canadian and 
Greenland Eskimo. It is an out- 
growth, but with wide divergences, 
from the culture of the first Eskimo 
inhabitants of the Bering Sea region. 
Thule sites are found scattered 
through the more southerly islands 
of the Canadian Archipelago, but 
their relation to the reported ruins 
farther north remains to be determ- 
ined. The present Eskimos in the 
Hudson Bay-Baffin Island region 
live in snow houses, and differ in 
many other ways from the old Thule 
people whom they replaced or ab- 
sorbed. 

It is highly probable, Collins be- 
lieves, that the Eskimos entered 
Greenland by way of the Parry and 
Sverdrup Islands. Cornwallis Is- 
land is directly on Wellington Chan- 
nel, up which they probably passed. 
This would have been a natural 
route because along it the migrants 
would have found an abundant food 
supply—caribou and musk-ox, as 
well as sea animals, such as whale 
and walrus. There now are no large 
whales in the area but the enormous 
whalebone rafters are evidence that 
they once were abundant there. 

The Parry Islands may also have 
served as another migration route, 
one followed by the early Thule Es- 
kimos on their original trek eastward 
to Canada and Greenland. 

A third but more remote possi- 
bility is that the medieval Norse- 
men, who are known to have gone 
on long hunting journeys far up the 
west Greenland coast, may have 
made casual visits to the Sverdrup 
and Parry Islands. 

Eskimo migrations through the 
northern islands presumably were 
in slow stages by scattered groups 
over hundreds of years. Among the 
things Collins hopes to discover is 
the approximate rate of such move- 
ments. He may be able to determine 
whether the stone villages were set 
up as permanent settlements or only 
as resting places for a few years by 
a people consciously moving east- 
ward and northward. The reasons for 
abandoning the villages also may be 
tound, thus shedding much light on 


Eskimo history. There have been no

Ohio Mound Builders 
Buried With Their Pearls 


About 25 years ago when excava- 
tions were being made in Ohio by 
the Ohio Archaeological Historical 
Museum of Columbus, in the Pricer 
Mound, near Bainbridge, what may 
have been a royal burial was un- 
covered. Four skeletons resting on 
a burial platform were wrapped in 
strands of pearls of extraordinary 
size and perfection. On one head 
was an ornamented copper helmet, 
and the skull had been furnished with 
an imperishable nose of copper. That 
one of the skeletons was of high 
rank was evidenced by remains of a 
complicated  coiffure; protruding 
from one skull were two copper rods 
more than a foot long around which 
the hair had been coiled, evidently 
the remains of a coiffure whose pre- 
tentiousness indicated high rank. 

Among the unusual items found in 
this mound were scores of fragments 
of decorated tortoise-shell, an object 
which appeared to be a musical in- 
stmiment, and a fragment of textile 
fabric as well as the imprint of a 
cloth canopy on the rool of the tomb.

natives north of the 75th parallel in 
the archipelago during historic times. 

Older and cruder than the Thule 
culture is the so-called Dorset cul- 
ture, remains of which have been 
found around Hudson Bay, Labra- 
dor, and in North Greenland. It is 
not directly tied up with the Bering 
Sea culture. Relatively little is 
known of the way of life of the 
mysterious Dorset .people. It is 
quite possible, Collins believes, that 
the ruined villages may show a mix- 
ture of Thule and Dorset artifacts. 

Up to now the entire region has 
been essentially inaccessible for ar- 
cheological research. Establishment 
of the joint weather station with its 
airstrip makes at least the Cornwal- 
lis Island ruins accessible.

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ENGLISH PATENT PROBLEMS OF 1891 


(As reported in ENGINEERING MAGA- 
ZINE for February 20, 1891). 
Courtesy Arthur T. Ward, New York, N. ; 
The debate in the House of Com- 
mons on the new magazine rifle 
brought into prominence the fact 
that it is being manufactured under 
the patents of Mr. Speed, who is one 
of the officials at Enfield. It ap- 
pears that when the Committee chose 
the weapon, which they considered 
the best of those offered for their 
acceptance, they thought that it 
might be improved, and with the as- 
sistance of the staff of the Enfield 
Small Arms Factory they set them- 
selves to accomplish this. Mr. Speed 
lent them his most zealous co-oper- 
ation, and with his help they have 
produced the gun which is now the 
object of so much criticism. The 
steps of the evolution of this weapon 
are marked by thirteen patents, 
several of them. taken out by Mr. 
Speed, covering the greater part of 
the process of manufacture. It is 
very satisfactory to find a public 
servant so active in ministering to 
the national needs, and that instead 
of following the tradition of per- 
functory performance of duty, which 
obtains in so many Government

establishments, he throws his heart 
into his work, just as if his pay and 
pension depended on his zeal and in- 
dustry. But, at the same time, it is 
not easy to acquiesce in the system 
which permits of servants of the 
Crown employing the facilities which 
their position gives them, to create 
valuable patent rights. In speaking 
of this matter we are only adducing 
Mr. Speed’s patents as an example; 
we have not the slightest intention or 
desire to-condemn his conduct. He 
has acted throughout according to 
the regulations laid down in the 
service, and has only done that which 
he was legally and morally entitled 
to do. If he has succeeded in making 
for himself a valuable property, so 
much the better, for attention will 
thus be drawn to the very unsatis- 
factory arrangements which have 
been made for the control of Govern- 
ment officials under the new patent 
law. Before the Act of 1883 was pas- 
sed a patent had no effect as against 
the Government, who could make 
use of any patented invention with- 
out the sanction of the owner, and 
without payment. If they chose to 
give him an honorarium it was pure- 
ly an act of grace and not a legal 
obligation. There were, however, 
limitations to this right, as some 
manufacturers found to their cost. 
Certain firms had _ contracted to 
make Martini-Henry rifles for the 
War Office, when a demand was 
made upon them for royalties, and 
although they pleaded that the 
patent expressly excluded the Gov- 
ernment from the scope of its opera- 
tions, it was held that it did not ex- 
clude them as manufacturers. It was 
thus demonstrated that when the 
Crown employed outside manufac- 
turers to make a patented article, it 
practically lost the benefit of its 
prerogative. 

By the Act of 1883 the Govern- 
ment formally abandoned the right it 
had reserved under previous Patent 
Acts, merely stipulating that it 
should have the power to use any in- 
vention on terms to be fixed by the 
Treasury. The position of Govern- 
ment servants in relation to the 
patent laws was then considered, and 
a series of conferences began be- 
tween the Admiralty, the War Of- 
fice, the Board of Trade, and the 
General Post Office. It was decided 
to allow Crown servants to obtain 
patents, because it was feared that 
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if not allowed to do:so directly, they 
would do so indirectly, or would 
leave the service, taking their un- 
published inventions with them. It 
was also felt that it was desirable 
to encourage inventors, and that if 
not done in this way the only other 
inducement that could be held out 
was promotion. Since inventors are 
often deficient in business and or- 
ganizing faculty, it was very unde- 
sirable that there should be no other 
method or rewarding them than by 
putting them into posts for which 
they ‘were unfitted. Regulations were 
accordingly settled by the law of- 
ficers of the day and made public, 
and it was laid down that. in the 
assessment of any remuneration to 
be paid for the use of any patent 
taken out by a Crown servant, re- 
gard should be had “to any facilities 
in working out and perfecting the 
inventions or improvements which 
the inventor may have enjoyed by 
reason of his official position.” 

On the face of it this appears to 
be a perfectly fair arrangement. The 
zealous Crown servant is encouraged, 
by permission to patent his improve- 
ments, to cultivate whatever talent 
he may have for invention. If the 
Government do not consider his dis- 
coveries worth adoption he can ex- 
ploit them in any way he thinks fit. 
On the other hand, if they desire to

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use them he has not the power to 
prevent them, while the amount of 
his recompense rests with the Treas- 
ury, who, we may be sure, will give 
due weight to the regulation quoted 
above, and not err on the side of 
liberality. Now, if this recompense 
extinguished the patentee’s rights, 
or in other words were the purchase 
money for his patent, all would be 
well. But it is nothing of the kind. 
It is merely the price of a compul- 
sory non-exclusive license to the 
Government to make and use ar- 
ticles constructed under the patent. 
If a contract is given to an outside 
manufacturer he must make first 
terms with the inventor before he 
can commence work, and must also 
pay royalties. It is even conceivable 
that a patentee might create an ar- 
tificial restriction of supply to a 
Government demand by refusing to 
license more than one or two man- 
ufacturers. It is tre that the Act 
gives the power to enforce the giv- 
ing of reasonable facilities for work- 
ing an invention, but we believe this 
power has never yet been used, and 
it might prove difficult to put into 
operation. Now in such a case as 
that before us — the supply of some- 
thing like a million rifles — the as- 
sistance of outside manufacturers 
must be sought if the re-arming of 
our troops is to be accomplished in 
a reasonable period. Supposing only 
200,000 rifles were bought from tne 
trade, Mr. Speed would have a claim 
for royalties, at 8s. 9d. each, the 
royalty now charged to private pur- 
chasers, which ‘would reach to nearly 
90,000£., and even if he should re- 
ceive nothing from the Treasury, he 
would have cause to bless the day 
that put the resources of the Enfield 
factory at his disposal. From an 
answer given in the House of Com- 
mons to Mr. Hanbury by Mr. E. 
Stanhope, it appears that “nothing 
has been paid to any one in respect 
of rifles manufactured for the Gov- 
ernment by private firms. The re- 
muneration, if any, will be settled 
in accordance with the regulations.” 
This would seem to show that the 
Enfield patentees are at present in 
a submissive mood, and _ profess 
themselves ready to take what is 
given them, without insisting on 
their legal rights.

THE BOWIE KNIFE; By Raymond W. 
Thorp, Published by the University of 
New Mexico Press, Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, Price $3. 

The Bowie knife is legendary Amer- 
icana. But its origin is a little con- 
fusing. Raymond W. Thorp has writ- 
ten for the University of New Mexico 
Press, Albuquerque, this history of 
this weapon and Col. James Bowie, 
who made it famous. 

The Scotch family of Bowie, who 
came to this country in pre-Revolu- 
tionary days spread over the south 
and southwest. 

James Bowie, born in Kentucky in 
1802, was wending his way westward 
in his young manhood when, upon 
reaching Arkansas he realized the 
need of a hand-to-hand weapon that 
meant_ business. 

In 1830 Bowie while in Washington, 
Ark., procured a metal smith by the 
name of Black to make him a knife 
following the design Bowie submitted 
made from a cigar box. 

Bowie used the knife with such 
effect in combat with Indians and 
border ruffians that others quickly 
ordered Black to make them one like 
Bowie’s. Thus it became known as 
the Bowie knife. The 166 page book 
contains a lot of Americana of a 
different type and deserves a place in 
every library built around our early 
history.

the Hawken Rifle 


The Hawken was popular with our 
early trappers, hunters and explor- 
ers. One of the most devoted to this 
type. of rifle was General William 
Ashley who made his adventure to 
the Yellowstone in 1825. Each of his 
men carried a Hawken which he per- 
sonally had ordered. The explorers 
of the west thought that Hawken, 
the gunsmith, and his few associates, 
had no equal as makers of firearms. 
General Ashley showed that he had 
great admiration for the gun and 
stated that he killed a buffalo at a 
distance of 300 yards with a .60 cali- 
ber Hawken. 

Any HOBBIES reader who has a 
Hawken rifle may be sure that he 
has firearms that played a definite 
part in the early history of our 
country.

MICROPHILITIS 


What the collectors of Miniature editions were doing 20 years ago 
as reported in The News-Letter of the LXIVMOS 


Imposing a Thumb Bible 


There is only one sensation dearer 
to the collector’s heart than gather- 
ing in a hitherto unknown uniquity, 
and this is the unholy pleasure of 
telling one’s luckier rival that this 
supposed “only known copy” has a 
mate. When I wrote to Mr. Stone, 
with carefully assumed modesty, 
asking him to identify for me my 
only Thumb Bible, a mere fragment, 
I had the cheerful confidence of 
practical certainty that it was an 
edition he knew nothing about. It 
was clearly not like any of the copies 
described by him. He retorted, as I 
might have known he would do, with 
all the precise details from. his per- 
fect copy, recently acquired He gen- 
erously concealed the annoyance I 
know he felt, for perfection is poor 
consolation for learning that some- 
body else had another copy. More- 
over, I have not told him yet that I 
possess not one, but two; or to be 
precise on my part, I have one-fifth 
minus one-fortieth of two copies. 
And, to prove that I qualify for the 
higher degrees of collectorship, I 
would rather have my fragment, for 
I must speak, of my two in the 
singular than his perfect copy. 

What I’ve got is a single sheet of 
paper, which I owe to the generosity 
of the one man likeliest to bring it 
to light, “P. K.” of No. 3 Hamilton 
Place, than whom nobody takes 
greater pleasure in placing things 
where they will be most appreciated. 
It measures 18% by 14 inches, and 
on it are the pages of the Thumb 
Bible, from Genesis to Kings. This 
is a sheet just as it came off the 
press, ready to be handed over to 
the binder. 

So much is simple, but puzzles be- 
gin as soon as one begins to look at 
these pages more carefully. Obvi- 
ously this is the beginning of the 
book, and it should be the first sheet. 
But there is no title. It does contain 
the Dedication, and this establishes 
an approximate date, which is what 
misled me into hoping that Mr. Stone 
would not know about it. It 1s ae- 
licated to G. Washington, President 
of the United States, so that it must 
be 1789-1797. 

The Dedication reads 

Most hopeful George*, into thy hands 

we give, 

— of that which makes us ever 


* G. Washington. 


This patriotic inscription, as can 
be seen by comparison with any old- 
er edition of the “Verbum Sempiter- 
num”, which is the formal title of 
the little volume familiarly known as 
the “Thumb Bible”, differs in only 
one word from previous editions, 
which were dedicated to His Illustri- 
ous Highness William Duke of Glou- 
cester— the sad little son of Queen 
Anne who for ten years sustained 
the hope of a direct Protestant Stu- 
art succession to the English throne. 
These earlier dedications read “Most 
hopeful Prince” but are otherwise 
exactly the same as this one to the 
first President of the revolted Eng- 
lish colonies. 

The layout of the pages on the 
sheet looks all right to anyone famil- 
iar with the makeup of forms for 
the press, until they are examined. 
Then the puzzle quickly becomes 
quite confusing. To begin with, it 
makes all the difference which -half 
of the sheet one looks at. One half 
of each side is perfectly normal. The 
other half not only does not fit with 
what is across the middle of the 
sheet, but it is printed in duplicate. 
That is, at the top of the sheet, is 
the opening page of Genesis; turning 
the sheet over, the same page is 
found on the other side. 

This confusion was made worse by 
the fact, which came to light after 
a careful comparison with Mr. 
Stone’s perfect bound copy, that the 
topmost line of pages, including the 
title page, has been cut off of my 
sheet. With this supplied, the prob- 
lem that seemed insoluble gradually 
became, not simple, but’ comprehen- 
sible. 

When it was printed, then, this 
and the other sheets of the book 
each contained 64 pages on each 
side, i. e. 64 leaves with 128 pages 
on both sides. They were arranged 
in eight rows of eight pages each, 
in pairs, the pages of each fold head 
to head, as usual. As the book ‘was 
bound in twelves, this gives four 
folds or signatures, except that each 
double row contains 32 pages in- 
stead of the correct 24 (12 leaves of 
a twelvemo fold). But as already 
hinted, there is no way in which the 
rows can be folded, even after the 
duplicate 8 pages are cut off, to 
make the pages come right. 

This is how it was done. When 
these sheets went to the binder, each 
was cut in two down the middle of 
the long way of the sheet and then 
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one half, with duplicate pages, was 
again cut into halves. All of these 
strips were then cut into quarters. 
This gave four pieces with 8 pages 
on each side, which were folded like 
an ordinary octavo. There were also 
eight square pieces with 4 pages on 
each side, in two sets of four dupli- 
cates each. Each of these when fold- 
ed go as inside the corresponding 
eight, thus making the proper 12 
leaves of the fold. 

The complete book consists of 12 
signatures, A to M, in twelves. This 
makes 144 leaves or 288 pages. As 
he could print 128 pages on a sheet, 
the printer found himself in a dif- 
ficult position, which threatened to 
make the book cost more than he 
liked. He could get 256 pages on 
two sheets, but this left him with 
32, a quarter of a sheet, or a half 
sheet if done “work and turn”. The 
modern printer would probably do it 
“work and turn”. This is a common 
practice when printing anything that 
is half the size that will go on a 
press; both sides of the sheet, i. e. 
all the pages that are to be printed, 
are put on the press and printed at 
one impression on one side of the 
sheet. Only half the necessary num- 
ber of sheets, however, (each twice 
the necessary size) are printed; then 
the sheets, as soon as the ink on that 
side is dry, are turned and printed on 
the other side, so that when cut in 
two, each half contains the* whole 
of the text. The older solution was 
more complicated. The printer di- 
vided his 288 pages into thirds, giv- 
ing him 96, or four twelves. These 
he arranged on three sheets. As each 
sheet would hold 32 more pages, he 
arranged his inside pages (the fold 
of 8 pages) on the “work and turn” 
principle. 

In this way the printer of the 
Thumb Bible got on each sheet four 
complete signatures of twelve leaves 
each, or one-third of his entire book, 
together with duplicates of the in- 
side four leaves of the same four 
signatures. When the three sheets 
were -finished, he had in hand as 
many of these duplicates of one third 
of his book, as he had complete 
copies. 

To make use of these inside sheets, 
which had cost him very little, he 
printed an equal number of the other 
two-thirds, each of which took half 
a sheet. Presumably, he did two of 
them in the regular way, printing 
the two together on the halves of a 
full sheet. He could then finish up 
by doing the third half sheet, work 
and turn, on a full sheet. In this 
way he gets the full number of his 
edition, in the cheapest way, without 
any waste of paper or presswork. 

All of this rather intricate techni- 
cal detail leads to another question. 
To come to this point at once, I will 
state my opinion by way of answer. 
This is, that I do not believe that the 
imprint on the title of this edition 
of the Thumb Bible tells the truth 
about where or by whom it ‘was ac- 
tually printed. I do not mean to im- 
ply intentional dishonesty, but mere- 
ly a trade practice of that time which

These printers have not yet ap- 
peared in Evan’s “Dictionary”, so 
that it must be dated tentatively 
after 1794, the last year of Evans 
that has appeared, and before 1797, 
when G. Washington ceased to be 
President. 

Note on Mr. Winship’s Article. 

I have had the pleasure to read 
the manuscript of Mr. Winship’s 
most interesting tale of his Thumb 
Bible sheet. Much as I love biblio- 
graphical details, I refuse to follow 
him in the maze of the cutting and 
folding of that old rag. It makes me 
wooly! But I am glad that it is now 
a matter of record, for that old sheet 
is a most precious relic, inspiring 
homicidal tendencies even in such 
a staid old veteran as the writer 
hereof. 

I am delighted with the frank con- 
fession with which Mr. Winship 
opens his story. To me, that con- 
fession ‘was superfluous, as I can 
never forget the ecstatic expression 
on his countenance and the vicious 
glint in his eyes, when first he show- 
ed me that sheet! 

But in this cruel world of disap- 
pointments I have ceased to expect 
anything to prove “unique.” The

In support of Mr. Winship’s theory 
that his’ sheet was not printed in 
Rutland, I direct attention to the 
fact that, of the three varieties of 
type used on the title page of my 
copy, none corresponds with any 
type used in the body of the work. 
The word “Rutland” on the title 
page is in italic caps. Italic caps 
are also used in the body of the work 
but they are from a distinctly dif- 
ferent font, although of about the 
same size. If title page and text 
were done in the same shop, it seems 
reasonable that the same italic font 
would have been used for both. It is 
doubtful if any shop at that time had 
two italic fonts so nearly alike.

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do not afford. And these diversions 
need not be followed as a purely re- 
creative matter, but earnestly and 
arduously, with the purpose of secur- 
ing important results, personal and 
otherwise, though they will prove re- 
creative nevertheless. It is, indeed, 
sometimes most advisable that a 
young man should, for the sake of 
support during the prosecution of a 
particular scientific literary or artistic 
purpose, devote himself to some wage- 
work thereby enabling him to hold 
himself independent of financial ob- 
ligations or the discouraging effects 
of disappointment. Great achieve- 
ments in science and literature and 
art have been made by many who have 
adopted this course. 

And this brings one round to a 
consideration of the value of one’s 
off-hours. If a clerk in a counting- 
room, whose day’s work is done at 
six o’clock in the afternoon, were to 
devote himself to reading for the half 
hour intervening between tea and the 
time the theatre or his lady-love may 
expect him, and adhere to it for a 
year, he would be amazed at the large 
number of volumes through whose 
pages he had gone. If, also, he had 
undertaken the course of reading with 
the distinct purpose of obtaining 
knowledge about some one thing, he 
would have great reason to pride him- 
self on his acquisitions, and it is not 
improbable he would find a higher 
desk at the office awaiting him at 
the end of the year. But better an 
aimless wandering in literature than 
no inspection at all. It does not re- 
quire much labor to learn a great deal 
of what other men have learned, and 
such learning makes a far better 
voter and citizen of the student. 

Benjamin Franklin was an admir- 
able type of man who found profit in 
diversions, and his character deserves 
attention from those who find their 
odd hours going to waste. As a states- 
man he played an important part in 
the foundation of the government, yet 
as a philosopher who sought the sec- 
rets of nature and who closely investi- 
gated the principles of moral life, he 
left a no less definite impression on 
the world. We have a stronger ad- 
miration for D’Israeli when we find 
his name on “Vivian Grey,” and 
Macaulay and Milton grow in our 
esteem when we turn from their es- 
says and poems to the record of their 
political performances. Our respect 
for Holmes, the poet, is increased 
when we parceive that he is a dis- 
tinguished physician; for Lubbock, the 
banker, when we hear of his bees, and 
for Wallace, the soldier, when we 
read “Ben Hur.” All these men found 


golden opportunity in the hours for 
diversion, and their careers should be 
full of suggestion to every young man 
with an ambition higher than his 


pockets, lle! 
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Gen. Sherman has made another 
great point by naming his terms to 
a lecture-bureau man. “Old Tecum- 
seh” declares he has two rates—a 
million dollars to outsiders and a free 
lecture to his old comrades, whom he 
hopes to meet once a year till he dies. 
It will be a good many centuries be- 
fore his biography dwindles to a 
“stickful” in the encyclopedias.

There are more than 40,000 differ- 
ent kinds of fishes in the world. 

Ranging in habitat from the pro- 
foundest depths of the oceans to 


mountain timberlines, they exceed 
both in numbers and variety all other 
back-boned animals — mammals, 
birds, reptiles, and amphibians — in 
existance. They have a bewildering 
diversity in their ways of life. So 
much is this the case that there ‘is 
a fair chance that almost any “fish 
story” may be true. 

The strange ways of fishes are the 
subject of a book “The Ways of 
Fishes” by Dr. Leonard P. Schultz, 
Smithsonian Institution curator of 
fishes, and Mrs. Edith M. Stern, 
which has just been issued by a 
commercial publisher. Dr. Schultz 
is among the foremost American 
authusities on the behavior of these 
mo.sc diverse members of the animal 


kingdom. 
There is enormous diversity in 
size. The smallest fish described is 


a Philippine goby, less than a third 
of an inch long and weighing less 
than a hundredth of an ounce. The 
largest is the whale shark, found in 
all warm seas, specimens of which 
have been estimated to weigh more 
than 20 tons. 

“Not all,” says Dr. Schultz, “are 
creatures that can _ exist only

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in water and move only_ by 
swimming. Some walk, some fly, 


some breath air, some water. There 
are fishes with eyes divided some- 
what like the bifocal lenses of specta- 
cles—the upper part for vision in 
air, the lower for vision in water. 
There are fishes that burrow like 
moles, hibernate like bears, fight 
like tigers. Some are placid, others 
nervous and easily irritated. Among 
them are the timid and fearless, the 
lazy and energetic, the mild and 
bloodthirsty.” 

Many fishes, Dr. Schultz says, are 
highly venomous, but as a rule they 
move only in self defense. One of 
the most poisonous is the stingray, 
a close relative of the sharks. The gi- 
ant of the family, found in Australian 
waters, may weigh nearly half a ton 
and have poison barbs more than a 
foot long. Smaller members of the 
family occur in fresh waters of 
tropical South America and are re- 
sponsible for many casualties. For- 
tunately none of them will attack; 
they use their formidable poisoned 
barbs only in self defense. 

Among the most poisonous fishes 
are some of the most beautiful, en- 
countered by Dr. Schultz in the 
South Pacific near Bikini while he 
was on Operation Crossroads. 

“In the case of scorpion fishes,” he 
says, “it is hard to believe that fever 
and death lurk behind such gorgeous- 
ness. Some have plumelike fins even 
more lacy and delicate than those of 
fancy goldfish, A few display a 
flamboyant pattern of biack and yel- 
low, red and black, red and yellow, 
juxtaposed against a pastel back- 
ground of exquisite reds and orang- 
es. Another striking beauty is the 
tigerfish, named for its bold yellow 
and black stripes. It has a series of 
spines on its back and fins, and even 
a prick from them is very painful. 
While I was at American Samoa a 
little Polynesian boy had just been 
killed by a tigerfish.” 

Most bloodthirsty of fishes is the 
piranha of the Amazon and Orinoco, 
a small fish that attacks in large 
schools out of sheer bloodlust. Their 
triangular teeth are like the blades 
of pruning shears and easily can nip 
off a finger or toe. 

Certain sharks undoubtedly are 
very dangerous animals, Dr. Schultz 
says, but the two largest in existance 
—the whale shark and the basking 
shark—are entirely harmless to man. 
Most formidable to man is the great 
white shark, which commonly reach- 
es a length of 15 to 20 feet, and the 
hammerhead whose expanded head, 
resembling a double-bladed ax, acts 
as a forward rudder and enables it 
to maneuver more skillfully than the 
rest of the family. 

All sharks, he says, naturally are 





cautious and timid until they are in- 
cited by blood. They do not have to 
turn on their backs to bite, as popu- 
larly is reported. They can bite from 
any angle or direction. When one 
decides to attack, it usually cruises 
around its victim a few times before 
ultimately going at him with a rush. 

A frequent inquiry received at the 
Smithsonian is whether a fish can 
endure freezing and live. They may 
be cut out of cakes of ice. 

“The answer,” says Dr. Schultz, 
“is that the water, not the fish, was 
frozen. A fresh-water fish freezes at 
a temperature a little lower than the 
freezing point of fresh water, so it 
can be in ice and yet not be frozen. 
Actually any fish found ‘frozen solid’ 
which yet can be revived, is hiber- 
nating in ice as bears hibernate in 
trees.” 

One large group, the _ so-called 
lung-fishes, can breath in air as well 
as in water, he explains, and may be 
on their way to evolving into land 
animals.

On 
another page we find to ““My Dear 
Aunt” done in raised letters sur- 
rounded with purple violets and a 
four leaf clover. 

One most cleverly done, and very 
popular at Christmas, strikes my 
fancy. It is decorated with holly, 
mistletoe, pumpkins and plum pud- 
dings, Christmas bells with Old St.

Believe it or not the artist of one 
card pictured a snow scene and two 
robins. In the background is a 
church with its bells tolling out the 
good wishes, “A Merry Christmas.” 
This card was mailed in 1907 from 
New York to Macon, Ga. 

A card with lavender plush in the 
center holds a vase of holly with a 
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wax-like substance. Flying across 
the front is a dove with the wording, 
“Merry Christmas.” 

As we check through the oid al- 
bum we find some beautiful and un- 
usual valentine cards, too. 

“If I have failed to melt your 
heart these Cupids swear to do their 
part.” This wording is* accompanied 
with a large red heart with four 
Cupids and silver wings flying 
around through the clouds twining a 
chain made of blue violets and for- 
get-me-nots. 

Another card with a frame made 
of blue forget-me-nots tied with a 
pink ribbon, and 21 very smail red 
hearts at the extreme bottom, has 
the gold lettering, “True Love to my 
Valentine.” 

A most unusual one shows white 
and yellow daisies scattered all over 
the card; in the center, a small farm- 
house is pictured; in the backgrouad 
to the left is a small red rose done 
in real dried rose petals. The word- 
ing is “To my Valentine.” This card 
was mailed to Mrs. Eckett, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and was sent by Miss Ter- 
melia Bloom of Kentwood, La., 1908. 

Easter card done in silk cloth 
raised on cardboard are some of the 
various materials used. 

A St. Patrick day card shows a lit- 
tle boy placing a four-leaf cicver in 
his sweetheart’s hand while the 
wording says Good luck to dear old 
Ireland.” This card was done in 
1900, and was mailed to me from 
Saint Patrick, Mo. On the message 
side of the card is the stamp of the 
four leaf clover and the writing is 
all done in green. It bears a green 
stamp and is postmarked March 17, 
1924 in green.

PLAYING CARDS AND THE CIRCUS 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER

These forms of recreation enjoyed 
for many centuries have much in 
common, especially as hobbies in the 
collection of all manner of circus 
material and various kinds of play- 
ing card designs, from numerous 
countries — “Circus” is the Roman 
name of the place where they held 
the games and horse and Chariot 
races. Nearly every Roman City had 
its Circus — some so large, over 
300,000 people could be seated. Spain 
and other Countries where Bull 
Fights were popular, followed the 
Roman plan of the Cireus. Our 
modern Circus, for the display of 
Animal acts, Acrobats, Clowns, etc. 
dates back about 200 years in Eng- 
land and America. 

Also for the pleasure of the people, 
playing cards of various’ types 
have been in use so many cen- 
turies, it is impossible to place their 
actual beginning. Hand made for 
centuries, they were too expensive 
for most people, until the time of 
the invention of printing about 500 
years ago. That of course, lowered 
the cost and billions of decks must 
have been used all over the world 
since then. 

The modern Circus has made use 
of playing card design in times past, 
as the decorative motif, with ban- 
ners and costumes showing kings, 
queens, jacks and the suit pips. The 
clowns were dressed to represent 
jokers. 

The manufacturers of playing 
cards have not overlooked the inter- 
est people have in everything per- 
taining to the Circus. Any good size 





collection of playing cards will con- 
tain numerous back designs featur- 
ing all manner of Circus subjects. 
Beautiful lithographed pictures in 
color. This reference is strictly to 
the types of pictures on the backs of 
the cards in which the Artist had the 
Circus in mind. This includes pic- 
tures of animals usual to the Men- 
agerie, where they are shown in cir- 
cus cages and special acts. 

To verify this, it is suggested that 
you lay out your Circus type play- 
ing cards on a large table. You will 
be surprised to find how complete a 
Cirous on playing cards you own. 
Band and parade wagons and animal 
cage wagons. The big tent — quite 
a few acrobats and trapese perform- 
ers doing their acts.— the rings with 
the equestrian acts — you call to 
mind all those fine horses in the 
rings with the bare back riders — 
the elephants with their fancy trap- 
pings, and above all in numbers are 
the clowns on the cards, all kinds of 
clowns. They evidently helped to 
sell the decks, they have been used 
so often. 

In addition to all these cards 
featuring clowns on the card backs, 
the manufacturers have made use of 
clowns as the jokers in a great many 
decks, not otherwise classing as cir- 
cus decks. 

There is a rare type of playing 
cards, known as_ Transformation 
Decks by collectors. On these, the 
Artists have drawn pictures on the 
playing side, in which hearts — dia- 
monds — clubs and spades form 
parts of the design. Most of these 
are comic — for-instance, a heart or 
other pip may become a face of part 
of something else in the picture, — 
some of these transformation cards 
feature Circus scenes. 

Rodeo acts often appear along with 
the modern Circus. You will find 
numerous playing cards with Rodeo 
pictures as the back designs. File 
them with your Circus cards. 

A regular Circus deck was issued 
in 1896 by the United States Playing 
Card Company. This deck is now 
quite a rare item for collection. 
There were evidently, several differ- 
ent back designs and color combi- 
nations to this issue. The back de- 
sign of one deck shows in color, a 
woman bare back rider in center of 
card and a clown’s head in each 
corner of the card. Another deck has 
a back design with four horse char- 
iot race in center of the card in a 
circle. Each corner of the card, in a 
small circle, has a different animal 
head, namely — Elephant — Bear — 
Lion and Tiger. On the playing side 
of the pip cards, there is a fine line 
border. On the spade Ace it states 
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These advertising playing card decks 
were issued probably about 1890 for 
Washburn-Crosby Qo., Minneapolis. The 
cower features a sack of Gold Medal 
lour. 


— Circus Playing Cards No. 47. Al- 
so, the usual U. S. P. C. Co. trade 
mark and the date 1896.: The Joker 
features the four horse chariot race 
in color. The face cards are highly 
colored. The four kings are ring 
masters — each wearing a crown and 
wielding a whip. The four Queens 
are bare back riders — each with a 
whip and elaborate costume. The 
four Jacks are clowns, of course. The 
club Jack is a policeman with club 
and bell. The heart Jack is going 
through the hoop. The spade Jack is 
playing on a garden spade for a Ban- 
jo. The diamond Jack has a spark- 
ling diamond in each hand. 
Playing Cards from India. 

In looking over a collection of 
Hindoo cards from the 17th and 18th 
Centuries, it appears surprising to 
note the numerous illustrations to 
be found upon these small round 
laquered discs (about 1% inches 
dia.) suggestive of the circus. Many 
of these cards feature elephants — 
horses — camels — lions — tigers 
and people — adorned in costumes 
and regalia often seen in our modern 
circus — especially the elephant and 
his HOWDAH.

AYERS-AyYrRES Coat-of-Arms

And the story goes: “Ayres, for- 
merely Eyre. The first of the family 
was named Truelove, who was one of 
the followers of William the Con- 
queror. At the Battle of Hastings, 
Duke William was flung from his 
horse and his helmet beaten into his 
face, which Truelove observing, pulled 
it off and horsed him again. The 
Duke told him: ‘Thou shalt hereafter 
from Truelove be called Eyres (or 
Air) because thou hast given me the 
‘air I breathed.’ After the battle, the 
Duke inquiring respecting him, found 
him severely wounded (his leg and 
thigh having been cut off). He or- 
dered the utmost care and on his re- 
covery, gave him lands in Derby in 
reward for his service, and the leg 
and thigh in armor, cut off, for his 
crest, an honorary badge worn by all 
the Eyres in England.” 

Many, many are the spellings of 
this name which evidently come from 
the same source no matter the spell- 
ing. A few—Ayar, Ayars, Ayer, 
Ayeres, Ayers, Ayre, Ayres, Air, Aire, 
Aires, Airs, Ares, Eir, Eire, Hires, 
Eyer, Eyere, Eyeres, Eyers, Eyerse, 
Eyr, Eyre, Eyres, Eyrese. 

All the notes this time are taken 
from printed genealogies, with no cor- 
respondence from those of the name, 
—some may be verbatim, some re- 
arranged to dove-tail in to other notes. 
No county or town records have been 
consulted. 

“The Eyres is one of the oldest 
families in Derbyshire,’’ says Rhodes 
in his “Peak Scenery,” “where they 
have continued to live since the days 
of William the Conqueror. The ‘seat’ 
at which one lived was called ‘Hope,’ 
because he had hope in the greatest 
extremity.” Galpedus le Heyer seems 
to be the first one mentioned as hold- 
ing large estates in Derbyshire, and 


he lived during the time of Edward 

II, which was 1307 to 1327. 

One who has collected Coat-of-Arms 
of many branches of the family says 
they vary little from this one here 
pictured, as it is the basic one, and 
the different families held to the an- 
cient story. Families of Derbyshire 
and Wiltshire seem to be of the same 
branch. 

The old Wiltshire family of Eyre 
enjoyed for several centuries the 
highest distinction within its native 
county, and was of consideration in 
the state, most of its chiefs having 
had seats in Parliament, and two of 
them learned in the law of the land, 
one a Lord Chief Justice of the Com- 
mon Pleas. A branch too, which emi- 
grated to Ireland, attained the peer- 
age of that country. 

Humphrey Le Heyre, of Bronham, 
Wiltshire, had a descendant, Thomas 
Eyre, who held lands in Wiltshire in 
the 21st year of the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, 1579. Thomas married 
Elizabeth Rogers. One of their nine 
children was John, born between 1587 
and 1590, who came to New England 
probably in 1637; lived in Salisbury, 
Ipswich, and then in 1645 settled in 
Haverhill, Mass., where he died in 
1657. Brought wife and eight chil- 
dren from England. Also had brothers 
Robert, the eldest son, Thomas and 
Peter. Surprised at Robert’s coming, 
for he was the heir, and usually the 
heirs staid by their estates and the 
traditionally neglected younger sons 
as far as inheritance was concerned) 
sailed off to new lands. John’s name 
seemed to change to Ayer after com- 
ing here. Read part of the inventory 
of his estate: (will omit most of the 
values. ) 

“Fower oxen, £25; twenty swine 
and fower pigs, £20; one yoake and 
chaine; three flock beds and _ bed- 
clothes; wooden stuff belonging to the 
house; in flesh meats £18; about fortie 
bushells of corne; his wairing ap- 
parill.” 

In 1502, William Eyre of Welhamp- 
ton, Wiltshire, was chosen Prior of 
Christ Church in Hants, and after 
that there were many of the name 
who held high church offices in differ- 
ent towns. 

Nicholas Eyre was granted land in 
Hope Derby in 1364, and was a de- 
scendant of William Le Eyre of Holme 
Halil. Twelve generations later was 
George Eyre who came in 1727 from 
Henniton, co. Nottingham, and settled 
in Burlington, N. J.. He was a minis- 
ter there and in Philadelphia. He had 
three sons, Manuel, Jehu and Ben- 
jamin George, who were Colonels in 
the Revolutionary War. Their stories 


are full of unusual interest, so we give 
short accounts here. 
Manuel built some of the first gun-

boats ordered by Continental Con- 

gress—and on the same ground the 

Cramps built their huge shipyards to 

build the steel ships for the navy. 

Manuel was a member of the Pennsy!l- 

vania Navy Board, and, before Colo- 

nel, a captain in his brother Jehu’s 

Company. 

Jehu, at the age of 21, was given 
commission to build boats for navi- 
gation of the Ohio River, and with 
his ship carpenters, forced his way 
through the forests of Pennsylvania 
to Pittsburgh. During the Revolution, 
he turned his own shipbuilders into a 
regiment of artillery. Not only did 
he have command of the Philadelphia 
Artillery, but he had charge of the 
boats crossing the Delaware on Christ- 
mas morning, 1776. (And my great 
grandfather was on one of them. Ex- 
cuse me!) 

Benjamin George was aid-de-camp 
to George Washington, but documen- 
tary evidence is missing. John Trum- 
bull who took part at the Battle of 
Princeton, painted Benjamin George 
on horseback with hat off, and charg- 
ing sword in hand—this picture and 
others of his were taken by the Yale 
University. Jehu died 8 years before 
him, and at the time of his death, had 
with him letters from Washington, 
Hamilton and others which would 
have proved Benjamin George’ posi- 
tion. BUT+—he had named as execu- 
tors—before the war, two Quakers 
who were against war. So, when his 
estate was given into their hands, 
they put all of Jehu’s uniforms, weap- 
ons, and documents having anything 
to do with war, in a barrel, and buried 
it so—!!! 

Robert AYARS settled in Hopkinton 
R. I. about 1664, and married Bowen. 
In 1680 moved to Cohansey, Cumber- 
land co., N. J. He was a Baptist, and 
as there was a difference in opinion 
among the members about certain 
doctrinal interpretations, he, with 
Stephen Mumford, Samuel Hubbard, 
and others went to New Jersey. He 
was a large land owner, buying hun- 
dreds of acres at a time. One record 
says that “Nov. 21, 1705, Robert 
Ayars, gentleman, bought of the 
agents of Dr. James, a physician of 
London, 2,200 acres of land.” This is 
the present site of Shiloh. 

A Dr. Simon Eyre resided in Bos- 
ton about 1635, and had many de- 
scendants who kept that spelling. 

Moses and Dorcas Ayres came from 
Scotland to the vicinity of Columbia, 
S. C., and went later to Salisbury. 
July 7th, 1808, he wrote a letter, which 
is still in the possession of the family, 
speaking of his old age, and sent_by 
messenger, not post, to his son, “Mr. 
Jacob Ayers at the Blue Rock, in 
Washington County, in the State of 
Ohio, Pr. favor of George Dutso.” 

In a Canterbury, N. H., town history, 
there is the usual legend mentioned 
first about the family Coat-of-Arms, 
and then records of Jonathan, John, 
and Perkins Ayer who lived, in the 
middle of the 18th century, in Ports- 
mouth, N. H. These brothers were 
engaged in shipping and leather busi- 
ness, and active in civil and religious 
affairs. Jonathan was a constable in 
1751, in 1763 surveyor of highways,

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and in 1774, “to inquire who kills 
Dear contrary to law.” Jonathan, 
son Joseph, and brother Perkins sub- 
scribed to the “Association Test” in 
1776. (This pledge was taken by all 
who were willing to stand by this 
country in the conflict with England 
at that time.) 

The History of Treman, Tremaine 
and Truman Families, by E. M. Tre- 
maine, 1901, gives 831 pages in its 
2nd volume to his family with its 
various spellings. In the index, there 
are 10% columns to Ayars; 22 to 
Ayers; and 16% columns to Ayres. 
There are also long lists of soldiers 
in the American Revolution and the 
War of 1812. 

In the current Who’s Who, there 
are 4 with the spelling Ayer, 3 with 
Ayers, 11 with Ayres, and 1, Eyre. 

Pondering on all these spellings, 
and pronunciations too—the English 
adding the “H,” the writer can not 
but wonder if HIRES originated with 
this family too—no time to look it up 
—but if it did—“HIRES TO YOU!”

CREST CORNER 

I have two good critics. Have never 
seen either of them, but they are kind 
enough to write and point out errors, 
which may be “a slip of the pen,” or 
may be the errors of others, and I 
have had no reason to know the state- 
ments were incorrect. [I appreciate 
these friends, for they both are ex- 
perts in their lines—one of genealogy, 
the other of heraldry. 

The latter with whom I have had 
rather recent correspondence, suggests 
I make some things clear to my read- 
ers that he has not seen explained in 
my articles. (And I think it is only 
fair to him to say that he made some 
very complimentary remarks along 
the way.) 

In England there are very strict 
rules about the bearing and using of 
Coat Armour. And there are so many 
of them, that it would be almost im- 
possible for us in this country to re- 
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Outstanding Authority 
on Heraldry. 
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member or understand them all, be- 
cause English customs are not like 
ours. 

Some of these rules, which my 
friend mentions are these: A married 
woman can rightly use on note paper 
no arms but her husband’s, or his 
and hers together, that is: her hus- 
band’s shield (without crest) alone, 
or it impaled with hers, or hers on an 
escutcheon of pretence if she is an 
heiress or coheiress; at his death all 
above put in a lozenge. To explain: 
she must not use her husband’s crest 
—only the shield; she may use it 
alone, or impaled with hers—that is, 
his on the right half of the shield, 
hers on the left; or—if she is an 
heiress or a co-heiress, she may use 
her father’s on a small shield in the 
center of her husband’s; at her hus- 
band’s death, she must have her hus- 
band’s design put on a diamond- 
shaped background, called a lozenge, 
instead of a shield. The lozenge is 
used by unmarried women. 

BUT—WAIT—read these as E'ng- 
lish rules of Heraldry. They are, and 
must be strictly adhered to in that 
country—the same for those in Euro- 
pean countries. So far I agree with 
my good friend-critic. But in these 
years of study and contact with peo- 
ple who care for their families, and 
with business people who deal in 
Coats-of-Arms, I have learned to feel, 
with many others, that here we only 
commemorate the achievements of our 
ancestors, and have their Coats-of- 
Arms on our walls and note-paper, 
and bookplates, etc., because we re- 
vere them, and are interested in their 
history as we are in our later gener- 
ations. 

On our walls, we may have the 
portrait of our maternal grand- 
mother-the homestead of our father’s 
maternal grandmother. Why not? 
They belonged to us. A _ Coat-of- 
Arms is to us in America, a pictorial 
history of the characteristics and 
accomplishments of our ancestors. 
Therefore we should be just as inter- 
ested in one line as another, and as 
we have no rules of Heraldry here, 
why should we hold to the use of only 
a husband’s, or a father’s if an heiress 
(as in England)? Naturally on sta- 
tionery we prefer to use the one 
nearest to us, but, sometimes that is 
not to be found. THE MAIN THING 
IS—to be sure we are eligible to the 
one we are intending to use. 

So, with due respect, and deep re- 
spect, to the knowledge and opinions 
of my friend, I am explaining a few 
of these English rules, but also tell- 
ing you of the growing custom in this 
country of being interested in all of 
our ancestors’ Coats-of-Arms, and us- 
ing them as decoration (which is the 
only way we can use them) in any 
way that is becoming to a high sense 
of beauty. 

A BOOK LOVER HAS SAID:

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OLD CHINESE RUGS 


In MENTOR Magazine, 


The vogue for Chinese rugs in the 
United States had its beginning in an 
interesting incident. The distinguished 
New York architect, Stanford White, 
while planning the interior of Mr. 
William C. Whitney’s Fifth Avenue 
mansion—a house that later became 
famous for its collection of art ob- 
jects—desired to introduce a particu- 
lar shade of blue in the rugs for hall 
and stair landings. Seeking out a 
leading Oriental importer of carpets 
he looked for the color that he 
desired. When he had searched for 
some time in vain he was told that 
in a storeroom on the premises there 
had been for a long while a number 
of Chinese rugs. They had been 
rolled up and put away because the 
dealer thought them unattractive to 
“ American trade, and unlikely to 
sell. 

On examination Mr. White found 
that the discarded consignment con- 
tained antique, hand-woven Chinese 
rugs, with the soft blue that he had 
in mind dominant in their patterns. 
The importing firm was glad enough 
to get rid of the rugs, and Mr. White 
acquired all he wanted for thirty to 
forty .dollars each. Once they were 
seen in Mr. Whitney’s splendid new 
home Chinese rugs became the rage, 
and the business of bringing them 
into this country. suddenly took on 
life. Today the rugs that Mr. White 
bought for less than fifty dollars each 
would readily sell for a hundred times 
that sum. 

The story is told of a New York 
collector who, in the days before the 
vogue, bought a Chinese rug for the 
price of an inferior domestic product. 
Two years later he found a mate to 
this rug in the same shop, ordered it 
without hesitation—and it was deliv- 
ered to him with a bill for $3,600. 

When American decorators and 
dealers first started sending orders to 
China their agents in the treaty ports 
could not supply the demand, but were 
compelled to send buyers through in- 
terior provinces, where the principal 
centers of rug weaving were. For a 
short time there was a great influx 
of valuable fabrics to Peking, but it 
was soon found that the supply of 
genuine antiques was limited. The 
industry was at that time—twenty- 
five or thirty years ago—regarded by 
the natives as unimportant, from both 
an artistic and commercial viewpoint. 
Because of the ever-increasing de- 
mand a great many rug-making estab- 
lishments soon sprang up in China. 
Old designs were copied and new ones 
evolved. Nowadays, because of the 
heavily stocked market, the modern 
product has fallen off in price. People 
are becoming more discriminating in 
buying, and pay a great deal more 
attention to workmanship, color and 
design. 

Curiously, China has never consi- 
dered rug making an art to be com- 
pared with her creations in porcelain, 
carving and painting. Nor is the rug 

closely allied with the Chinese reli- 
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gion, as is the case in Persia and 
Turkey. In China the rug has no 
exalted place but is in the main re- 
garded as a utility. For this reason 
the masterpieces have been fewer than 
in the o..er great rug countries. The 
weaving of Chinese floor coverings is 
usually much coarser than the Per- 
sian or even the Turkish, notwith- 
standing that they are woven in the 
versian knot. 

An extremely narrow schedule of 
colors serves for the rugs of China, 
although the early craftsmen were 
master color makers. The Chinese 
artist deals in simple colors such as 
golden brown, dull blue and the giori- 
ous “imperial yellow,” which out-yel- 
lows all the gold that ever shone. 
Most noticeable in Chinese rug color- 
ing is the wonderful scope and quality 
of the blues. In the older rugs the 
Chinese blues show a range, a depth 
and a luminous quality not surpassed 
anywhere in the world. Reds and 
pinks are employed occasionally in 
connection with blues and yellows, to 
bring “luck” to the owner of the rug, 
or to add a note of warmth. Green 
is so seldom seen that a Chinese rug 
of this hue is an episode. 

The colorings of old Chinese rugs, 
in the order of their frequency, are 
as follows. 

1. Blue and white, with the pattern 
in two or even three shades of blue, 
on white background, or occasionally 
with a splash of some salmon shade 
to give warmth and accent. 

2. Reds and pinks, with design in 
two blues, yellow, tan and white—all 
subdued in tone. 

3. Yellow and blue, yellow ground 
with design in two shades of blue, 
with admixture of white and second- 
ary elements in soft shades of tan 
and brown. 

4. Browns and fawns, with patterns 
in blues, white, red or yellow. 

5. Dark blues, with design in white, 
or far less frequently in gold-tan, 
relieved by small bits of light blue and 
white, sometimes one note of rust red 
for luck. (This seems to be common 
in all parts of Asia.) 

6. Light blues, with pattern in white 
and the softer shades of yellow, pink 
and fawn or brown, and small dis- 
play of dark blue. 

7. Green grounds, usually olive, 
with pattern in dark and light blue, 
yellow and some red. 

The ingenious Chinese method of 
dyeing wool for rugs containing red 
and yellow tones is described as fol- 
lows by the eminent Oriental rug ex- 
pert, John K. Mumford: 

First, the wool is dipped in a fast 
yellow, then, when dry and _ thor- 
oughly set, dipped in a very strong 
red. After being exposed for a long 
time in the air, the red fades and the 
yellow comes through, with enough 
of the red clinging to it to impart the 
warmth desired. Age increases the 


delicacy of the colors. In some pieces,

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The ROMANCE of RUG COLLECTING 


By Ethel Gillespie, MENTOR Magazine, Jan. 1929 


A slight, keen-eyed man with white 
hair and an agile step, he is, accord- 
ing to the calendar, a man well over 
seventy; but his enthusiasm for the 
looms of ancient Cathay, the legend- 
ary lore of’Ladiq rugs, and Ghiordes 
carpets showing strange co-mingling 
of the Chinese and the Moslem, is the 
emotion of a perennially young man. 

It was a fateful autumn day in 
1902 when James Franklin Ballard, 
a well-to-do merchant from the South- 
west, left his hotel in New York, and 
strolled idly along Fourth Avenue. 
Chance brought him to a standstill 
before a small shop window near 
Thirty-third Street, where was dis- 
played an astonishingly beautiful Ori- 
ental rug. 

Fascinated, strangely moved, he stood 
there, his subconscious mind traveling 
far. In imagination he beheld ba- 
zaars of Eastern fabrics, rare tapes- 
tries, ivory and jade, while a back- 
ground, cloud-like, of mosques and 
minarets passed fleetingly in review. 

Coming out of his abstraction, he 
walked into the shop and asked the 
price of the rug. The dealer demanded 
five hundred dollars. Regretfully Mr. 
Ballard turned away. Prosperous as 
he was, five hundred dollars for a 
work of art was more than he wished 
then to expend. 

The days that followed were pretty 
much taken up with various business 
appointments, which kept him in New 
York longer than he expected. Day 
after day, however, he found time to 

pass the tiny window of the store on 
Thirty-third Street and glance covet- 
ously at the beautiful rug. It was a 
revelation! It expressed the inner- 
most soul of some Persian artist with 
its deep glory of reds harmoniously 
blended, dignified in design, truly reli- 
gious in feeling. Its beauty filled his 
mind so completely that he knew he 
must possess it. 

On the eve of his departure for St. 
Louis he walked into the store and 
offered the merchant three hundred 
and fifty dollars. The dealer at first 
declined to consider this amount. 
Nevertheless, when Mr. Ballard drew 
a roll of bank notes from his pocket 
and slowly counted out thirty-five dol- 
lar bills, and placed them on the coun- 
ter, the Armenian wavered. After a 
little more dickering, Mr. Ballard 
was victorious. Radiantly happy, he 
emerged from the shop with his glow- 
ing purchase. Such was the uncons- 
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cious beginning of the noble Ballard 
rug collections. 

Over many a moon-flecked sea to 
foreign lands, Mr. Ballard journeyed 
—to Bagdad, where the Sultan Har- 
oun al Raschid sought the magic car- 
pet, through the illimitable wastes and 
scorching sands of the desert into 
Omar’s country, south of the Golden 
Horn of old Stamboul. Eastward in 
his pilgrimage where temple bells play 
mystic heathen tunes, into the little 
known valley of Kashmir, and onward 
to the Forbidden City of Peking 
traveled the St. Louis connoisseur in 
quest of still other miracles of the 
weavers’ art. 

Many exciting experiences have 
marked this search over half a mil- 
lion miles. Mr. Ballard has been a 
prisoner of war in Adrianople; he 
witnessed massacres of Armenians in 
Smyrna where streets literally ran 
with blood. He was once attacked by 
a mob of Turks but escaped with his 
latest acquisition clasped in his arms 
—the treasured Seljule Turkish “Bird 
Rug,” woven about the middle of the 
sixteenth century. 

In the pursuit of one tenth-century 
Indo-Persian rug, alone, Mr. Ballard 
traveled for weary weeks. And his 
quest came to an end in a Persian, 
garden of potential beauty. A friend 
had invited him to tea, and there, 
amongst the most ravishing objects he 
had ever beheld, was.the one rug he 
wanted more than all the world and 
for which he had traveled no less 
than forty-one thousand miles! And, 
by the greatest good fortuune, this 
flamingly gorgeous Ispahan, veritably 
alive with the reds of old Persia, be- 
came his. 

One hundred of Mr. Ballard’s rugs, 
chosen examples of the finest looms 
and most celebrated craftsmen of Asia 
Minor, India and the Far East, are 
now on exhibition in the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts. They have been 
exhibited in many parts of the coun- 
try, in the art galleries of San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago, St. Louis, Indianapolis, 
Cleveland, Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Ro- 
chester, Albany, New York, Philadel- 
hia. 

Mr. Ballard in 1920 invited the 
Metropolitan Museum authorities to 
send experts from New York to visit 
his art gallery in St. Louis. From 
his private collection they chose at 


his behest one hundred and twenty-

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The Borate Minerals of Death Valley 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


The Indian name for Death Valley 
is Tomesha, which means “ground on 
fire” a name that is well deserved 
as anyone will admit who has been 
there between the months of May 
and September. While the official 
thermometer, which is in a relatively 
cool location, has never gone above 
134 degrees, much higher tempera- 
tures have been unofficially recorded 
by geologists working on the sand 
washes and salt flats near Bed 
Water, 279 feet below sea level. 

Death Valley is technically known 
as a “graben”, which means that it 
was formed by the dropping of a 
section of the earth’s crust, in this 
case a block about 120 miles long and 
from three to 10 miles wide. It has its 
counterpart in the valley of the Jor- 
dan and the Dead Sea, which ‘were 
formed in the same way and have a 
somewhat similar climate. It was 
roughly blocked out during the Mio- 
cene Epoch, around 10,000,000 years 
ago, and nature has been working on 
it in a leisurely way ever since The 
latest drop took place so recently 
that the scar, or fault scarp, can 
still be seen distinctly at the base 
of the mountains near Bad Water. 

The climate of the Mohave Desert 
has varied greatly with passing 
years and during part of the Tertiary 
Period the Death Valley region was 
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covered by a lake dotted with for- 
ested islands. 
shallow and at times the lake dried 
up, leaving mud flats over ‘which 
the animals of those days wandered, 
leaving their tracks for us to study. 
Geologists have found the remains 
of nine different carnivores, three 
species of camels, an elephant and 
many hoofed animals ranging in 
size from a small antelope to a 
moose. 

During the Tertiary Period there 
were volcanic eruptions in many 
parts of the Mohave Desert and 
these brought to the surface various 
compounds of boron and a targe 
amount of hydrochloric acid. This 
acid attacked the soda feldspars of 
the region forming sodium chloride 
which was dissolved by the rain and 


The water was rather’ 
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tended to form salt marshes where 
there was no regular drainage to the 
sea. 

Many boron compounds found their 
way into the Death Valley lake and 
each time the water dried up, they 
crystallized out only to be buried 
under mud by the next cloudburst. 
The sediments containing borate 
minerals which were laid down in 
this ancient lake have now been tilt- 
ed up and form a colorful feature 
of the landscape on the eastern side 
of the valley near Furnace Creek. 

Early prospectors who dared the 
blistering heat found fluffy masses 
of the mineral ulexite, which ‘they 
called “cotton balls”, on the floor of 
Death Valley, and in 1883 the Old 
Harmony mill was built to convert 
them into commercial borax. A few 
years later it was discovered that 
these cotton balls had formed from 
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solutions derived from masses of 
borax minerals buried in the moun- 
tains to the east, and mining opera- 
tions were later transferred to a 
higher level where the summer 
temperatures were not excessive. 
The borax minerals of Death Val- 
ley are unique in many ‘ways and 
several of them have never been 
found except in this one locality. 
The first to be found was coleman- 
ite, a hydrous calcium borate that 
had recently been discovered in 
similar lake beds located in the Cali- 
co Mts. south of Death Valley. 
It is a white or grey mineral that is 
often crystallized, the most sought 
after specimens being entirely cov- 
ered with small, 
that give them a very attractive 
appearance. More than one prospec- 
tor has learned of a very peculiar 
property of this mineral when he 
used chunks of it about his camp 
fire, only to be peppered by a bar- 
rage of fragments as a multitude of 
small but violent explosions were 
caused by the heat which turned the 
included water to steam. 
Meyerhofferite, first discovered in 
1914, is one of the Death Valley 
borates that every mineral collector 
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tries to obtain as it is unknown any- 
where else in the world. It occurs 
in two quite distinct forms. In one 
the crystals are long and slender 
with a glassy appearance, while in 
the other they are white and o»aque 
and much larger with an entirely 
different appearance due to the fact 
that they are pseudomorphs or com- 
plete alterations of the rare mineral 
inyoite. Both inyoite and meyerhof- 
ferite are hydrous calcium borates 
and their composition is identical ex- 
cept for the fact that inyoite crystals 
contain nearly twice as much water 
as those of meyerhofferite. As a re- 
sult the former readily alters to the 
latter without any change of shape. 
Another mineral rnat is unknown 
outside of California is Bakerite. 
The books say that it ‘was discovered 
in 1903, but this is an error as we 
have a specimen dated 1902 but un- 
named. It was the following year 
before a technical description was 
published and the new mineral given 
an official name. The coior is white 
by reflected light but thin sections 
are often a pale green by trans- 
mitted light. Specimens can be ob- 
tained in washes leading down to 
Furnace Creek, but most of the 
other borate minerals are to be 
looked for in the many old tunnels 
that dot the mountain sides. Bake- 
rite is not used as a source of borax 
due to the fact that it contains a 
large amount of silica that interferes 
with the process of extraction, 
Howlite is another borate that can

It occurs in veins in 
Gower Gulch near Ryan but the 
Death Valley material is usually 
passed up by collectors in favor of 
the nodules from Lang, a locality 
northwest of Los Angeles, as the 
Lang material is more compact and 
takes a high polish. 

The mineral priceite, 
known as_ pandermite, is found 
as nodules and masses in_ the 
soft shales of Furnace Creek, Wash. 
The color is snow white and it is 
soft and rather chalky. It melts 
easily and colors the flame green. 

Native borax was formerly mined 
in Death Valley but collectors now 
obtain their material from other 
California localities where it occurs 
in good cfystals. It also fuses easily 
but colors the flame yellow because 
of the sodium which it contains. 

All of the minerals mentioned 
above are permanent in character ex- 
cept borax and do not tend to go 
to pieces with atmospheric changes. 
A collection of them makes an inter- 
esting exhibit in spite of the pre- 
vailing white color, and it is not dif- 
ficult to obtain. However collectors 
should search for them only during 
the winter months as the summer 
heat is not only unpleasant but dan- 
gerous.

Perlite is a volcanic glass re- 
sembling obsidian in composition but 
made up of a mass of tiny spheroids. 
It is derived from the same type of 
magma that produces granite when 
cooled slowly at a great depth. When 
heated to a temperature of between 
1400 and 2500 degrees, it sometimes 
expands to twenty times its origi- 
nal volume due to the large amount 
of water which it contains. Ex- 
panded perlite resembles pumice but 
is considered superior material for 
use as a light weight aggregate.

Petroleum from the California oil 
fields is always fluorescent. The 
heavier crudes tend towards green 
while the lighter have a more bluish 
fluorescence. Most petroleum pro- 
ducts also fluoresce, but gasoline, 
white medicinal oil and paraffine 
are exceptions.

obviously of the Ming period, the wool 
that was originally red has come down 
to pale gold, with only the faintest 
blush over it, and in the faded color 
there is a quality that no accurate 
one-color dyeing can give. 

Chinese rugs are as distinguished 
for simplicity of design as for color. 
An old Chinese rug is easily recog- 
nized by the lack of complexity in its 
patterns. This usually consists of a 
floral or dragon medallion on a solid 
background, and a narrow border in 
which the swastika occasionally occurs. 


Symbolism in Chinese rug making 
includes not only a number of objects 
from the floral and animal kingdoms 
but also certain utensils that have a 
meaning, social, ethical or moral. The 
bat, the bird, the butterfily and the 
deer, for example, convey wishes for 
long life and good fortune. Every 
intelligent Chinaman today recognizes 
the meanings of the symbols, as did 
his ancestors centuries ago. 

Modern art greatly favors solid 
backgrounds. This style has been 
used by the Chinese with much suc- 
cess in their rug designs. The field 
of plain color with central medallion 
and corner spaces is the general rule. 
When a pattern is used it is distri- 
buted sparsely instead of densely, as 
in so many Persian rugs. 

Chinese design and- treatment are 
plainly impressionistic, in contrast 
with the close detail followed in the 
woven materials of Persia. Racial 
conservatism and thrift are evident 
in this industry; in some rugs the 
design is clearly outlined not by con- 
trast of color but by the simple device 
of cutting away half the knot along 
the lines of the pattern. The result 
is that the design is emphasized and 
in actual relief, without the time- 
taking interjection of another color. 

There are some rugs that present 
coloring or design of distinct period 
character, and in general it is prob- 
able that the earliest are the simplest. 
Ability to tell when any and every 
rug was made would imply an inti- 
mate and detailed familiarity with the 
civil and artistic history of the na- 
tion. Rugs from the looms of China 
offer an ideal field for the ambitious 
student, and when he has mastered it 
thoroughly he will know much besides 
rugs. 

“There is no other art in the world,” 
Mr. Mumford observes, “in which so 
great a part of the figure designs has 
a recognized symbolic meaning.”
